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PARNELL AND HIS CAUSE 


JHE IRISH PATRIOT UNDER 
OROSS-EXAMINATION. 

HE FRANKLY ADMITS HAVING ACCEPTED 

PECUNIARY AID FOR HIS CONSTITU- 


TIONAL FIGHT FROM ALL CLASSES, 

LonDoN, May 1.—The direct examination of 
Mr. Parnell was concluded at to-day’s session of 
the Parnell Commission. Mr. Parnell declared 
that he had conducted the Irish agitation con- 
atitutionally. 

Mr. Parnell, on cross-exumination, denied that 
the Irish World ever collected moneys for the 
Parliamentary Party. The Jrish World, he said, 
had been hostile to bimself and the Parlia- 
mentary party since 1882. 

Attorney General Webster here produced 
extracts from the Jrish World praising Mr. Par- 
nell’s actions in Parliament after 1882. 

Sir Charles Russell, counsel for the Parnel- 
lites, put in extracts adverse to Mr. Parnell. 

The cross-examination was then continued, 
Mr. Parnell admitted knowing Mooney, other- 


wise known as * Transatlantic.” He did not 
Know whether Mooney contributed to the Par- 
liamentary fund. Mooney wrote violent arti- 
cies. Still, witness would not object to receiv- 
ing Mooney’s tribute to assist the party if he 
did not publish icles .advecating murder, 
Witness had hel no communication with 
Patrick Ford since 1881. 

Mr. Parnell emphatically denied that his 
Irish schemes ever inciuded a coalition with 
the Fenians in order toe expel landlords from 
Ireland. Me certainly aimed to destroy land- 
lordism, but not to drive individuals from the 
country, and never had any idea of resorting to 
illegal means. He did not recollect meeting 
Mr. Davitt and John O’Leary in 1878 and dis- 
cussing with them a. possible alliance between 
the Nationalists and the Fenians, He had no 
notion that the National fund in Ameriea and 
the skirmishing fund were identical. 

Attorney General Webster here read a violent 
manifesto signed by John Devoy and others, 
and issued at Dublin. 

Mr. Parnell declared that he had never heard 
of it before. He had met Messrs. Devoy, Bres- 
lin, Finerty, and Alexander Sullivan, and a 
number of Physical Force men. He said he 
wou!d frank!y avow that he felt it was no part 
of his duty to exclude any one frem the League 
on account of their antecedents. He wanted to 
include in it all Irishmen, trusting that every 
section would accept the new constitutional 
form of agitation. He had aimed at asking the 
Physical Foree men to abandon their move- 
ment and to acceps his. To shut the constitu- 
uonal doorin their faces because they did nut 
lmmediately agree would have been Very foolish. 
He did not recollect making aspeech at Lynn, 
Mass., in which it was alleged that he had said 
that whey England was beaten to her knees 
the time would have come to realize the idea of 
the Nationalists. He admitted that if he had 
used those words he wust have been. thinking 
of methods of warfare in the event of consti- 
tutional agitation failing. At roy somebody 
offered him ‘$5 for bread and $20 for lead.’ 
He did not objeet to the offer, because he 
thought the offerer only meant $5 for charit- 
able, work and $20 for League work. 

‘his statement caused laughter, and the com- 
mission at this point adjourned. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 


London, May 1.—The House of Commons to- 
day rejected the bill introduced by Sir Wufrid 
Lawson, proposing to give urban leaseholders 
power to purchase their leases. The vote stood 
186 against the measure to 157 in its favor. 

To-day is the semi-annual settling day at the 
Bark of England and is therefore a heliday at 
the Stock Exchange. 

Lord Dunraven’s yacht Valkyrie was launched 
to-day. The frames are of steel, the top-sides, 
deck, and fittings are of teak, and the bottom 
plankings are of hard wood, The length is 85 
feet; beam, 15.9 feet; depth, 11.6 feet, and ton- 
nage, 56.76. The length on the load water line 
is just under seventy feet. 


PARIS, May 1.—Under a decision of the share- 
holders, the funds of the old Comptoir d’Es- 
compte have been handed to M. do Normandie, 
the President of the new company. 

President Carnot to-day. gave an audience to 
Mr, McLane, the United States Minister, who pre- 
sented Gen. W. B. Franklin, the Commissioner 
of the United States to the Paris Exhibition. 


LUXEMBURG, May 1.—The Duke of Nassau, 
Regent of the Duchy of Luxemburg, has re- 
ceived a letterfrom the King of Holland, in 
which the latter states that he will reassume 
the government of Luxemburg on Friday next.

MRS. BARRY IN THE SOUTH, 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, May 1.—Mrs. Lenora Barry 
of Phiiadelphia, general investigator ef women’s 
work in the ranks of the Knigbts of Labur, is in 
the city from an extended visit to the South. 
Bhe says there has been a great falling off in the 
Knights of Labor membership in the South, but 
there is at present @ revival in pregress which 


takes in the best people. The colored people are 
joining in great numbers, ; 

The general tendency ef the eolored people is 
toward enlightened advancement and an im- 
provement of their condition. The only place 
where preferenee is shown the colored man 1s 
in labor lines, because they work for less wages. 
This creates a competition, which, at all times, 
works to the disadvantage of the colored race, 
especially in the cities. 

Savannah, Mrs. Barry says. is the worst of all 
cities 1n this respect. Ske spoke indignantly 
of the treatment meted out to women and ehil- 
dren cunvicied of even the smallest crimes. 
Women are sent to work on the highway with 
ball and chain attached to them. Small boys 
are chained to rough brutes, and all are 
watehed by guards armed with shotguns, 

Houses of reform and refuge are, she says, 
almost unknown in the South. She feund chain 
gangs of women oftener in Tennessee and 
Georgia than in any of the Southern States, and 
deelares she has known of women being kicked 
pnd slapped by the guards on the public high- 
ways. 





HER DEATH WAS TRANCE-LIKE. 

CHICAGO, May 1.—One week ago to-day Miss 
Wilhelmina Stohl, aged twenty-one years, resid- 
siding in Jefferson Park, a suburb of Chicago, 
died of rheumatism of the heart. She had once 
gone into a trance in Germany. This time, when 
the time for the funeral had arrived, the body 
showed no signs of decomposition and the 


burial was postponed. The lips remained red, 
the gheeks were flushed, and there was no 
pallor of the body. The mother believed that 
it was another trance. The body was put into 
bed and artificial! heat applied, in the hope of 
restoring life. Finally physiesians meade seien- 
uiltis tests. The looking glass was tried, arti- 
ficial respiration and ertificial abdominal press- 
ure were applied, without result. Finally the 
tibial artery was opened, and then eomplictely 
severed, but nota drop of blood flowed, show- 
ins conclusively that the girl was dead. The 
mother Was not convineed and the boy re- 
mains unburied, and the efforts at resuscitation 
continue

THREE MEN CRUSHED TO DEATH. 

SURANTON, Penn., May 1.—Thres men were 
Jastantly crushed to death this forenoon in the 
Hyde Park Shaft by a fall of the roof. They 
were leading coal from the mine chambers in a 


car when the rush came, and the great mass of 
rock that fell upon them was fifteen feet long, 
twelve feet wide, and nearly two feet thiek. 

The victims were Patrick Raichferd, a miner, 
fiftn-six years eld; Michael Flynn, @ miner, 
titty yeare old, and Patrick Rogan, a laborer, 
thirty-three years of age. 

The sound of the fatal crash attracted the at- 
tention of other miners close by, and they re- 
moved the deadly mass frem the mangled bod- 
jes as speedily as possible and carried the 
remaios of the ill-fated men te the homes they 
tad left but a fow hours before tor their daily 
jask.

WORK OF THE SURVEYORS AT GUTHRIE 
APPROVED BY THE BOOMERS. 

GuTHRiz, L T., May 1.—rhe surveyors en- 
gaged in laying out anew the Guthrie town site 
succeeded to-day in locating the exterior corners 
ofthe business quarter, and Mayor Dyer at 
once issued an order to all prepérty owners in 
the streets embraced to make their lots conform 
to the lines laid down. The business when have 
apparently recognized the folly of permitting 
the present chaotic state of affairs to continue, 
for there is but iittle grumbling. Mayor Dyer 
believes that the citizens will accept the situa- 


tion and permit the city to be laid out in proper 
form. He wiil appoint the committee of ar- 
bitfation, and is pot alittle worried as to ite 
muke-up, for on the cuolness and judgment of 
1lSs Members much depends. 

It is in those purts of the sity where claim 
jumping has been most general that the atronx- 
est opposition to the new pian ts looked for. On 
both sides of the Land Office there are hundreds 
of lots each with from three to six claims. One 
man, whose claim has been jumped so often 
that butasmall portion of the original area is 
now indisputably his, was seen this morning 
marehing up and down iu front of his teat 
brandishing a heavy butcher's cleaver and try- 
ing to look very savage. He was not more than 
five feet high, and despite his efforts the crowd 
refused to consider him a ‘* bad man” and guyed 
him unmercifully. The official survey wili not 
be completed before Saturday, and in the mean 
time the representative men of the eity will do 
their utmost to make the crisis of short dura- 
tion when it does cowe, 

The paces Sronacars have wrought many 
changes in both Guthrie and Oklahoma City. 
At least fifty buildings have beem erested in 
each town, allof them wooden, with the famil- 
jar square front. Two banks are dving busi- 
ness in Guthrie, and a third will be in operation 
this week. Supplies are being hauled in by the 
railroad, and buard and ledging may now be 
secured for a reasonable sum. ‘he buildings 
are erected so that they may be easily moved, 
and upon the conclusion of the survey a gen- 
eral shifting of lecations may be looked for. 
In three or four weeks both towns will have 
reached a point when predictions as to their 
future can be made with greater certainty than 
at present. 

he work of proving up claims is proceeding 
rapialy, but there are few indications that set- 
tlers will do much teward improving lands this 
year. Between Guthrie and Kingfisher there are 
not more than a dozen elaims on which plowing 
has been begun. The fact is, the season is too 
far advanced to promise any decent reward for 
labor this Spring, and many of the settlers have 
gone to Guthrie, Oklahoma City, or Kingfisher, 
where there is a demand for men and teams for 
hauling freight. 

Kingfisher bas dwindled to about two thou- 
sand inbabitants. There are two town sites 
there, one called Lisbon and the other King- 
tisher, and to both there are conflicting claims, 
which make the citizens very uneasy and wll 
hurt the place as soon as the present excite- 
ment is over. Oklahoma City has settled its 
differences arising frem claim jumping, and the 
people there profess to view the general situa- 
tion with great satisfaction. Capt. Couch and 
Gen. John B. Weaver sre running the town 
and predicting a great future for it. Both are 
well fixed in the matter of lands, because they 
were on the ground in advance of the honest 
boomers. 


NO ONE FATALLY ‘HURT. 


BUT MANY WOMEN AND CHILDREN IN- 
JURED IN CHICAGO PANICS. 

CHICAGO, May 1.—It is exceedingly difficult to 
sesure reliable information in regard to the 
number of people who were hurt in the crushes 
on the lake front and at Lincoln Park last 
night. Avery large proportion of the injuries 
received were of a comparaiively trifling char- 
acter,and those who suffered them went at 
once to their homes, while many others who 
were more badly hurt were immediately taken 
in charge by friends and conveyed to private 
houses before the police or the reporters were 


abie to secure their names or destinations. All 
of those who were sent to hospitais are reported 
as doing well this morning, and itis not beileved 
that any futalities will result among them. So 
far the Coroner has received no notification of 
death irom auy private house, and the supposi- 
tion therefore is that none has eccurred. 

Another. panic, attended with disastrous re- 
sults, happened ulmost the same time in the 
north division of the city. When the fire- 
werks had cease! in Lincoln Park the thou- 
sands of people rushed out peli mell in a mad 
race for seats On the street cars. A sidewaik 
about tive hundred feet long gave Way aud sev- 
eral hundred people fell tive or six fect. 

In tie scramble to get out women and chil- 
dren were trampled upon, and many painfuily, 
but it is reported none fataily, injured. ‘ne 
crowd surged across the street and broke down 
the other sidewaik. The police here were able 
to clear the street with promptitude and helped 
the injured home. Among those hurt were: 
Max Lohrer, 181 Black Huwk-street; T. C. 
Sorenson, F. D. Dippe and wife, 77 Orchara- 
street; James Spolycy, aged eight; John Grana- 
han, 57 Hobwie-street; Eadie Hetches, 53 
Hobbie-street.

RECKLESSLY USING 


SSS ed 
POLICE DRIVING PEOPLE 
ABOUT LIKE OAITTLE. 
INEFFICIENCY OR BAD. MANAGEMENT 
RESULTING IN SEVERE TREATMENT 
AND FRIGHT OF THE SIGHTSEZRS. 

An evidence of how unnecessary clubbing 
Dy the police arizes was given at Union-square 
yesterday during the parade. OF . the line of 
policemen guarding the east side of the square, 
three patrolmen had been detailed to places di- 
rectly in front of Sixteenth-street. Three more 
incompetent men for the duty assigned them 
could hardly be found, Two of them were so 
engrossea with the parade that they paid no 
attention whatever to the crowd. They simply 
stood with mouths agape, and permitted the 
crowd to pose them along by inches until the 
middle of the street was reached. The third 

olicoman had entered into a seemingly . conti- 

ential conversation with & Woman In the 
crowd, and he paid-attentfon to neither the 
parade nor the multitude breaking the line. 

Finally a, Sergeant came along and ordered 
the line baex. The two polivemen who had dis- 
played such masterly inactivity and the blue- 
coated “masher” were reinforced by other 
oftticers, and the mass of women and children 
were hustied aud shoved in the inost brutal 
manner. The policemen drew their vlubs and 
puncned or struck at uny unfortunate iman WRO 
Was caught in the backward rush and was 
unable to move. Several: men and lads were 
also jerked out from the crowd and severely 
cuffed. The whole affair was entirely the fault 
of the two gapers and the “masher.” Had they 
attended to their business, the people wouid 
never have crossed the proper boundary, for the 
crowd was largely composed of women and cnil- 
dren, and was altogether. orderly and, us far as 
possibie, obedient to the orders of the police, 

Even after this episode, the three offenders 
tranquilly resumed their agreeable pastime 
with the same result as before. This was re- 
peated at least four times auring the parade. 

Other instances ot poliee severity were shown 
during the march of the procession down Broad- 
way. Everything went well until the lower 
stretch in BKruadway was reached, from Wasb- 
iugton-square. Here, for some unaccountable 
reason, the police, while they kept svlid walis 
of spectators from Waverley-piace to Canal- 
street along both sides of Broadway, had per- 
mitted the people to stream into the street be- 
tween the lines in thousunds. ‘bere was no 
Inspector of Police present to exercise a broader 
jurisdiction than the precinct lines, which lim- 
ited the field of authurity of the various Cap- 
tains of police along the way, and the eftorts of 
the policemen along the line of march were 
contined to driving the interlopers away from 
their frentiers. 

Consequently, thousands of excited people 
wore kept on tue run from one side of the 
street to the other until the line of march from 
Waveriley-place south was completely block- 
aded. Ther there ensued ascene of wild dis- 
order and confusion such as had never been 
seen in Broadway before, The crush ef human- 
ity was something inuescribable, As if con- 
scious that they had not attended to their duty 
properly, a8 soon as the column turned into 
Broadway the police along the line began a 
frantie attempt te clear the thoroughfare by 
forcing the people in thestreet upon the already 
densely-packed sidewalks. By wenacing with 
their clubs aad shouldering and pushing with 
all their might, they succeeded in stowing a 
gmall fraction of the frightened people on the 
sidewalks, But their progress wus so slow 
thatthe head of the advancing column, with 
Sergt. Boehm in charge of a mounted squad, 
had to come to their assistance. 

Before the mounted police a veritable stam- 
pede took place, in which men, women and chil- 
dren were knoeked down by the orowd and 
trampled upon. Women bad their bounets and 
skirts torn of and trampled in the mad rush, 
while cries and screams of terror filled the air. 
To add to the confusion, the broadway surface 
cars were allowed torun up to Broome-street 
until the head of the column reached that point, 
aud was compelled to halt w while until they 
were switched back toto the down-town track 
or cempelled to turn back un the upftrack. 

At every cross street the crowd surged in by 
thousands, and clubs and menaces were brought 
into play tostem the tide. At Broome-street 
three women who were standing in the trout of 
the line were hustled along untill one of them 
caught her foot in her. clothing and fell, when 
half a dozen peeple stumbied over ber, and 
when sbe was extricated ber olothing was toro 
and bedraggied and her face and hands were 
wounded with the imprints of boot heels. 

The roar and eenfusion, the sereans und oaths 
of the terrified. peuple were frighti{ul. Little 
children in their parents arms were crushed 
until they cried out with pain, and delicate, 
well-dressed women, who seemed to be vontin- 
ually pushed into places of dauger by big burly 
ruffiaus benind them onthe sidewalks, were 
pushed by the officers and crowded by their 
herses into the stream of stampeding humanity 
that poured down the street before the shout- 
ing vanguard of policemen. 

At Canal-street a vent was found for the 
crewd, but here there ensued another division 
of police jurisdiction that weakened materially 
the power of the officers to maintuiu their lines. 
Time after time the mounted squad would 
charge the spectators, firat up Canal-street to 
the west, then up Caual-street to the east, and 
again down Broadway fer half a aquare, only 
to have the crowd surge in On iheir heels as 
seon as their backs were turned. ‘here was an 
altogether inadequate supply of policemen for 
the duties they had to perform. The erowd 
was in no way vicious, but it as an intensely 
exoited crowd, and for all the fum they zou out 
of the parade} they paid dearly in bruises, 
torn clething, injurea feet, aud physical ex- 
haustion. 

There was a slight friction between the park 
— and those of the municipal torce at 

averly-place. The eity poliee started the 
aurplus crowd to moving along Waverly-place 
toward Broadway, but instead of passing along 
they stood in front of the grand stand, which 
space the Park Department controls. The 
Sergeant in charge requested the city men to 
defiect the crowd off , toward Sixth-avenue. 
This was not immediately done, and the park 
police began to refuse passage to those who 
had been sent in that direction by the city 
guardians, and the result was a womentsry 
choking of the street; buf the crowd solved the 
problem by working an exit for themselves.in 
the direction of Sixth-avenue, ana thereby 
averted any further unpi¢asantness.

ELIZABETH, N. J., May 1.—Judge McCormick 
tu-day in the Union County Court surprised a 
prisoner who expected to be released by recom- 
mitting himon a more serious charge. Some 
weeks ago John Quinn, a hardened criminal, 
broke jail and escaped while the Warden was 
absent on a vacation. Quinn worked im the 
oook house, through the iron-barred window of 
which he cut his way to liberty. 

The only other inmate ef the cook house was 
Henry Van Norman, whose six months’ term ex- 
pired to-day. Warden Dodd, from the investi- 
gation he made, is positive that Van Norman 
abetted Quinn’s flight, as he could not get 
away if his fellow workman gave an. aiérm.

GRANTS TO RAILWAY OOMPANIES. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, May 1.—In the Heuse of 
Commons to-day the Hon. Mr. Dewdney, Minis- 
ter of the Interior, saia that up to the present 
time the Governmeat had given 35,000,000 
acres to railway companies, which, together 
with the 5,000,000 now proposed: to be voted,

By deducting the lands in Man- 
itoba and the reserve of 40,000,006 acres for set- 
tlement corresponding with the area granted to 
railways, it would he seen that the Dominion 
has now divested itself ef all the good agri- 
eultural land in the Northwest.

THE PRESIDENT’S TRIP FROM NEW-YORK 
TO THE CAPITOL. 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—The President reached 
Washington on his return trom New-York and 
the centennial celebration at 10:30 o’clock to- 
night, after a pleasant and rapid journey. Im- 
mediately after the last organization in the 
industrial parade had passed the reviewing 
stand at Madison-square, at about 4:15, he 
was driven, in company with Miss Murphy of 
St. Paul to the Despbrosses-street Ferry, fol- 
lowed by Secretaries Windom, Proctor, and 
Rusk, and Postmaster Generul Wanamaker. 
Mr. John A. King, Chairman of the Centennial 
Committee on Transportation, and Mr. F. 8. 
Witherbee, who represented the whole Centen- 
nial Committee most efficiently in carrying 
Out the railroad arrangements, both going and 
coming, were also .at the train when the Presi- 
dent reached it. There was a great crowd in the 
Jersey City statien, but it was not gathered to 
see the President start. It was made uplargely 
of people who were returning to their homes 
after visiting New-York, and only a Jine of fifty 
or sixty persons had tobe restrained by the 
police atthe side track upon which the special 
train was standing. 

At 5 o’clock, as the President and all bis party 
was on board, and only two or three of the cor- 
respondents appeared to be missing, the train 
moved out of the station. Two cars had been 
dropped from the train as originally made up, 
in consequence of the fact that Mrs. Harrison, 
the Misses Blaine, and several others of the 
rao that lert Washington, including the mem- 

ers of the Committee on Sransportation, were 
not to return. 

In the yard at Jersey City there was quite a 
threng of workingmen and ehbildren, who 
cheered and waved handkerchiefs asthe train 
moved out of the station. At Newark there 
‘was no one looking forit. After that the train 
sped on without notice. Mr. George W. Boyd, 
Assistant General Passenger Agent of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, and Mr. F. W. Barke- 
dale of the same company, devoted themselves 


assiduously to promoting the comfort of every-. 


body on board, and to their efficient manage- 
ment is due the complete success of the plans 
of Mr. Frank Thompson, the First Viee Presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania, who provided the 
superb excursion.. 

Dinner was served soon after passing Trenten. 
After the dinner the currespondents listened te 
playful speeches from Private Secretary Hal- 
ferd and from Secretaries Rusk and Proctor 
and Postmaster General Wanamaker and Mr. 
Walker Blaine. When the correspondents 
alighted they formed in line in the station and 
gave the President a salute as he passed by, 
and he responded te it witn great cordiality. 
The President said that he had enjoyed the trip 
greatly, but that he found the exercises of the 
three days fatiguing.

BALTIMORE, May 1.—The Manufacturers’ Rec- 
ord of this week will report great activity in 
cotton mill building throughout the South. In 
the last three weeks abeut fifteen companies 
have been organized to build cotton mills. 
Florence, Ala., leads with three new miils at an 
aggregate cost of $800,000, two of which, cost- 
ers $600,000, are to be moved from Philadel- 
phia, 

New-England capitalists will build a fifty- 
thousand-spindle mill at Denison, Texas, and 
one to cest $250,000 at Fort Payne, Ala. Gal- 
veston, Texas, is to have a five-hundred-thou- 
sand-dollar mill and a one-hundred-thousand- 
dollar twine factory. Spartanburg, 8. C., a 
five-hundred-thousand-doliar mill with 30,000 
spindles; Atlanta a ftive-hundred-thousand-dol- 
lar enlargement of an old mill, including 
18,000 spindles and 600 looms. Texarkana, 
Ark., one-hundred-thousand-dollar mill, and 
Greenwood, 8. G., one-hundred-thousand-doilar 
mill, while a large number of others will soon 
be fully organized.

INDUSTRY'S GREAT DAY 


THE TRADES PROCESSION END- 
ING THE FESTIVAL. 
CROWDS WITNESSING A PAGEANT SUCH 
AS THEY NEVER SAW HERE BEFORE 
AND WHICH FITTINGLY CLOSED THE 

CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION. 

Yesterday brought under the review of a 
peace-loving people the triumphs of peace. Uncle 
Sam let down the bars of the fiela of industry 
and the numerous herd filed out for the multi- 
tude to judge them. It was a cheerful task, one 
to stir the pride and excite the admiration. 
But for all concerned it meant a full day’s work 
often hours, justas though it had been started 
by tke 7 o’clock whistles and had lasted until 
the closing blast at 5, with the journey home to 
be done afterward. 

Industry took its own medicine in yesterday’s 
turnout. Ittookit with unfailing courage and 
fine results. Such a parade was never before 
seen in this city. In beauty and variety of dis- 
play, in boldness of design and execution, in 
the continuity of its movement, in its pano- 
ramic splendor, and in the incentive furnished 
to 1t by multitudes of applauding spectators, it 
Was a distinct and pronounced success and 
brought toa glorious end the great centennial 
celebration. 

The parace was well calculated te appeal to 
lecal interest. Of hevessity it involved in prep- 
aration the thought, labor, and sympathy of 
New-York residents, and of such exclusively to 


a large extent. There was little in the appear- 
ance of the crowds who rushed in the early 
hours for places along the tine to indicate any 
considerable exodus of Visitors, If that had 
occurred 15 Was certainly outweighed by the 
fresh supply of Pe who swarmed toward 
Broadway and Fiftn-avenus from tne lodging 
hives on the east and west sides, from Brook- 
lyn, Jorsey City, und Hoboken, from across the 
Harlem, and from the trade adjuncts in West- 
chester Ceunty. They packed the avenue and 
biocked the cross streets just as Tuesday's 
crowd had done, and got & foothold wherever 
one projected along the ruute. They reoosted 
On the trees and clung to the lamp pests and 
telegruph pvies. They filled the street stauds 
aud the scuutiing of the trucks, and took pvs- 
session of the stoops and balconies of the aris- 
tocracy, as though free and independent citi- 
zenship included these prerogatives. 

Such was the scené at 8 o’clock as far down 
the route as Union-square. Aiong the up-town 
portion andin the vicinity of Madison-square 
1t haa been the scene since 7 o’clovk, except at 
the grand stand, where a guarantee of leisurely 
oceupancy acvuomMpanied each ticket. For still 
an hour earlier signs of preparation in the as- 
sembly of marching men culivened many of the 
streets, and earlier still, by severai bours, al- 
most dovetailed intu Tuesday’s festivities, the 
gathering of the floats and heavy pieces began 
ub and near the starting point. 

No one expected military preelsion of move- 
ment in a parade of vivilluns, and the waiting 
crowds Were accordingly tortified with patience. 
Tne weather proveda help in. this direction. 
No May day ever opened brighter. A perfect 
sky ani the air balmy and fragrant were its 
cihet charms, and well it woowua gvod nature. 
By the time the line started the spectators u 
town haa become buoyant. From that condi- 
tion to one of suthusiasm Was easy progression, 
and waving hats and handkerchiels, bright 
eyes, laces flushed with pleasure, and exultant 
Voices started the day’s demonstration with a 
boom, 

Frum the moment the parade began an ovation 
attended it. The sight was one without parallel 
when tne college and schovul boys set the pace 
down Fifth-avenue. The heart ot the muititude 
was .D the shout that welcomed them,and the way 
*‘our buys” put the best foot forward intensified 
and projected that shout, 80 that their welcome 
and applause covered trum the beginning to the 
dismissal a stretch of route extending from the 
turtuest point abead that they could Be seen 
to the end of the division. 

With the infection thus rooted at the outset 
there was no need of spurring the multitude to 
tavors thereafter. Everything seemed good, 
nothing less thau good. Where display becawe 
modest, the spirit thab proupted repres»pta- 
tion ju the purade Wag appisuded, and this hap- 
pee ail alung the liy my ) part of the pageunt 

ucked Visible and naisy Voken -of appréciation. 

‘Lhere was pu disposition. auy where to. disorun- 
inate or show partiality, excefit where the 
schoolboys were curverned, and no chaneée ac- 
cordingly fér affront to the feelings of any part 
of the line. 

A curious thing in connection with yester- 
day’s crowds was that at every point they 
Seumed Lo inereuse Wonderfully in the after- 
noon, when & 00d sliure of the parade bad dis- 
banded. The recruits probably represented the 
exhausted legion of tne day betore. Whvever 
they were they bad to put up only with sixhts 
of fioats and elevated pieces, the view uf which 
the crowd in fruut could not hide, until sud- 
denly # new industry sprang up, Which was 
iniant only in vame, for it stood up aud went 
inio the American busivess of Money making 
right off Lt may be designated as the parade 
barrel and soap bOx industry. Quantify was 
its rule of trade, not quality. Any kind of 
barrel was good enough, aud a B0.p box that 
had held gurbage becawe, fer this purpose, as 
precious as a King’s fvotstool . When a man 
owned twv barrels 2nd a buard his fortune was 
at once assured, aud with a step ladder anu 
soap box besides he asked no odds of a Vander- 
bil. Those who came late aud wanted to see 
had to patronize this industry to do it, and by 
the middle of the atteruoon thousands watched 
the parade from Madison-square, southward by 
tuls means. 1t was Hobsun's chuice, tbat or 
bothing, and nothing on such a day meant 
ostracisin to the bubbling patriot. 

While the parade was in progress above Canal- 
street sightseers made lower Broadway to tne 
Battery, a8 Well as Wall-Street, about as popu- 
lous as usual on business days. All the points 
of attraction were visited by thotisands. There 
was a erowd all day at the Sub-Treasury, @ con- 
stant stream into St. Paul’s Church,and another 
at Trinity. They strolled about City Hall Park, 
taking into leisurely view the municipal bulid- 
ings, the Post Office, the newspaper oiffices, and 
the Brooklyn Bridge. Lute in the day, when 
the parade was over and sightseeing through, 
the disposition of the average citizen, resident 
and visiting, was to Dare his shirt bosom, tilt 
back his hat, and jet the breeze fan him. The 
three days’ celevration had been great—he 
wouldn’t have missed it for anything—but ne 
had enough and wanted to go home.

READY FOR THE START. 








GETTING THE PROCESSION IN SHAPE 
FOR THE REVIEW. 


Almost before the bright rays ef the sun 
which ushered in the first day of May had shed 
their warm light upon the city yesterday morn- 
ing that particular portion of the metropolis in 
which the great industrial parade was to start 
upon its triumphant career was alive with 
bustling humanity. Gen. Buttertiela, the Chief 
Marshal, had hoped to start the first division of 
the procession by 8:20 o’clock, and he and 
Inany ofbis aides had arrived at Filth-avenue 
and Filty-eighth-street over an hour before that 
time. With them came the early-rising civil- 
Japs, whose only duty during the day was to 
witness the demonstration, and they grouped 
themselves about on the sidewalks, in the 
atreets, and upon the steps to the Houses, and 
waited for the precession to start. 

By 8 o’eleck the crowd of sightseers had in- 
creased a hundred times, but the organizations 
whieh were to form the very head of the pre- 
cessien itself—after the Marsha! and his aides— 
were slow in sominug up to their appointed meet- 
ing places. ‘Che Italian societies, to whom had 
been accorded first place, had apparently re- 
garded time as of nv consequence whatever, 
and most of them neglected to appear until long 
after the hour at which they should have ar- 
rived. Mr. Christopher Columbus, however, 
walked up to Fifth-avenue and Fifty-sixth- 
street at about 8 o’clook, arrayed in a tlowing, 
many-colored cleak, a long, straight sword, and 
&@ pair of white eotton drawers, ‘and waited 
there patiently for upward of an hour before 
the thoat which should enable him to discover 
Awerica drove up and jeined him. Mr. Colum- 
bus louked extremely well for a gentleman of 
his age, and, considering the difficulties under 
whicu he labored, he discovered America in an 
agreeably ploturesqie laauner. ; 

The time for tue procession to start came 
along promptly, and by that hour everything 
was aimost ready for the start. Not quite, 
though, and it took another twenty minutes to 
make the great effurt. At 8:40 o’clock the 
mounted policemen, under command of Sergt. 
Curistopher Boehme, formed in Fifth-avenue 
and Fifty-sixth-screet, and Gen, Butterfield and 
his many aides, all in black clothes, high hats, 
with beautiful yellow bands stretched across 
their breasts, aud mounted on thoroughbred 
horses, formed in line behind them. A march of 
one block was made, aud then tus pars or the 
procession halted for five or ten minutes in 
pty to allow the Italian float to take ite place 

b line. 

Then a march of another single block was ac- 
complished, and thus down Forty-second-street 
the procession proceeded, Its head halting every 
corber reached to allow the organizations lined 
in their places in the side streets to ves inte 
their proper places. The bead of the procession 
reached Twenty sixth-street at 10:30 o’clock, 
and then began the unbroken Marvh past the 
reviewing stand In Madison-square, the different 
divisions failing into line from the streets above 
Filtieth-strees. 

Fifth-avenne, above Twenty-sixth-street, at 








this hour was one solid mass of human beings. 
They were jammed on the sidewalks, in the 
hundreds of stands erected, and every window 
in every house on the avenue was packed full 
of people.. The cheering never stopped from 
the time the head of thé procession reached any 
given point until it had paesed entirely by. Gen. 
Butterfield’ was made the speciat target at 
which the first cheers were directed, and In- 
spector Alexander 8, Williams, striding along 
between the rear of the poliee and Gen. Butter- 
field, got many a rousing shout from the multi- 
tuies on either side of the street. 

The different bodies of men who, with their 
floats,, went to make up the great parade 
marchea with: flying colors and noisy bands 
frem their headquarters, either up or down 
Sixth and Madisun avenues, to the streets be- 
tween Fiftieth and Fifty-seventh, and thére 
waited until they were able to wheel into Fifth- 
avenue and form the end of the line which had 
thet started on the march down town. As fast 
asthe procession moved they took their places 
at its rear, and as every body took its place it 
was greeted by tremendous cheering from the 
crowd.

FEATURES OF A PROCESSION REPRESENT- 
ING THE TRADES AND SCHOOLS. 

Some hundreds of thousands of people 
went to their homes last night and spent the 
evening trying to make up their minds which 
of the two great centennial street parades—the 
military or the civic—pleased them best. The 
civic parade yesterday was certainly a varied 
and a brilliant show. The features of the pro- 
cession embraced almost every subject relating 
to the geographical and political history of this 
country and its edueational, industrial, and 
commereial development. 

It was a very suggestive, if not an instructive, 
pageant, and the length of time that it occu- 
pied in passing the reviewing stand was almost 


exactly five hours. Had President Harrison 
not felt obliged to leave the city early in the 
afternoon the procession would undoubtedly 
have heen much larger. Several organizations 
that had expected to be in the parade were 
eliminated from the programme at the last 
mninute when it was ascertained that the Presi- 
dent eould not remain on the stand much later 
than 3 o’ciock. 

Holders of tickets to the grand stands in 
Madison-square began assembling there about 
8 o'cluck yesterday morning. Many of them 
pinned their faitn to the announcement, printed 
ln an “ official” programme, that the procession 
would start from Fility-ninth street svuon after 8 
o'clock. That announcement was about as cor- 
reet as was the arrangement of the order of 
march in the same programme. Several persons 
who tried to observe the processien with the 
official programme asa guide made up their 
minds that they had either got the wrong pro- 
gramme or else were looking at the wrong pro- 
cession. 4 

The seats filled up slowly, but the standing 
crowd accumulated rapidly in the vicinity of 
Madison-square and took on a very dogged and 
aggressive disposition. . Personal experiences 
on the previous day had apread the conviction 
broadcast that one of the best ways to see a 
Street parade is to getin the front rank of the 
spectators and stay there. There was much 
scrambling on the part of expectant thousands 
to secure and to hold the curb line of the side- 
walks. At no time yesterday was the Worth 
Monument stand, where the committee charged 
$3 for a seat, completely filled. As on Tuesday, 
there were wany thousands of persons on the 
roofs of the surrounding buildings. 

The first men to appear in the President’s re- 
viewing box were the Hon. Hamilton Fish, 
Chairman of the Centennial Committee, and 
Rutherford B. Hayes. Those two gentlemen 
reached the stand at 9:45 o’clock, having 
walked from tbe Fitth-Avenue Hotel. Soon 
afterward Secretary Tracy and other members 
of the Centennial Committee appeared. The 
graud stand, to which only holders of compli- 
St ec tickets were admitted, filled very rap- 

y. 


lt was nearly 10 o’clock when a long line of 
Orange-colored sashes emerged from 1,126 
Broadway and stretched across the street at 
the upper end of the grand stand. The sashes 
were worn by citizens representing the civil, in- 
dustrial, and commercial societies of New-York. 
At the head of the line stood Mayor Grant, with- 
out a sash, but with the silver box containing 
the parchiwweut address in his hand. Near him 
stood City Marshal Engelhard, carrying the 
white silken standard of the Mayor. Tunis dis- 
tinguished assembisge of citizens stood, with 
wore or less patience, in the warm sunshine for 
about twenty minutes. » ri 


PR \ RNTING THE ADDRESS. 
Finally astir in the crowd below Twenty- 
third-street told the waiting people on aad 
about the stands that the President was coming. 


He had spermt the night at Mr. Morton’s house, 
and it wus there that Col. Cruger found him 
and took bim and the Vice President aboard 
the centennial committee’s coach and four. 
The President Was moderately cheered as he 
rode along the densely-crowded avenue to the 
reyiewlug stand: He ascended tv the same 
balwony occupied by him yesterday, and sat 
down after bowing stiffly to Mr. Hayes. 

In a few minutes ex-President Cleveland came 
down Fifth-avenue from the Victeria Hotel. He 
was alone and, as his carriage rolled aionyg, he 
was eheered enthusiastically by the crowds on 
both sides of the street. Arriving at the re- 
Viewing stand be was cordially greeted by the 
President and other members of the reviewing 
party. Soon after Mr. Cleveland had taken his 
seat, Joun Wanumaker and S8eeretary Miller 
artived on foot, and they were closely followed 
by Secretary Noble, Private Seeretary Halford, 
and Col. Elliott F. Shepard. The two last-named 
geutiemen were familiarly greeted by tne ir- 
revérent young Men on the stands with “ Hello, 
*Lige!”’ ‘Hello, Elllott!” 

Mayor Grant opened the exercises of the day. 
Btanding in double column at Twenty-sixth- 
street, 10 full view of the occupants of the two 
principal stands, was a body of citizens who 
were conspicuous on accourtof broad orange 
sashes which they wore over the richt shoulder, 
fastened on the left side with rosettes of the 
same color. At 10:15 o’clock this body marched 
down. the avenue and halted in front of the 
President’s stand. In the advance were two 
pelice officers. in the second line were Mayor 
Grant and the bearer of the city standard. 
Closeup marched the gentlemen decorated with 
the orange sashes. When a halt was calied 
Mayor Grant walked quickly to the President’s 
bex.and holding up the silver cylindrical box 
infermed President Harrison tnat it eontainea 
an address to him, signed by a hundred promi- 
nent citizens, many of them officers of organi- 
zations that bad an existence before the Goy- 
ernment was formed. 

Yhe President accepted the box with a bow 
and asmile. On the box was the inscriptien: 

CENTENNIAL 
1789. CELEBRATION, 1889. 

Civic and Indastriai Parade, Addressed to the 
President of the United states by the Civil, Indus- 
trial, and Commercial Bodies of New-York City. 

DANIEL BUTTERFIELD, Chief Marshal. 

HuGH J. GRANT, Mayor. 

The address was engrossed upon parchment 
and was as follows: 

To Benjamgn Harrtson, President of the United 
States, Aprti 30, 1889: 

The undersigned, representatives of, the eivic, 
comwmercia!, industrial, and educational organiza- 
tions and bodies of the city of New-York on the 
occasion of this centennial celebration of the inau- 
guration of Washington, the ftiret President, pre- 
sent anew to the President of the United States, in 
his eftfcial capacity, their allegiance to the Govern- 
meat, Constitution, and the laws, with their con- 
gratulations upou the completion of a century of a 
constitutienal Government and the progress made 
in century. 

The address bore the names of Mayor Grant, 
Gen. Daniel Butterfield, Charles 8, Smith, 
Chamber of Commerce;. Robert Rutter, Mer- 
chapis and Tradera’; Henry Drisier, Acting 
President of Columbia College; Bryce Gray, 
&t. “Andrew’s Society; Henry W. Dunshur, 
School of the Collegiate Duteh Church; Am- 
brose Snow of the Marine Seciety; ex-Judge 
Noah Davis, Joseph J. O’Donohue, ex-Juage 
Hooper C. Van Voorst, Trambul! Smith, Stephen 
W. Wright, John J. Tucker, John Schuyler, Al- 
bert G. Bogart, Jesse Seligman, Charles Hau- 
selt, Charles f. Gailoway, James A. Flack, 
Samuel 1. Acken, Henry H. Helly, and others. 

The gentlemen who wore the orange sashes 
were ainong the signers. The Mayor, having 
performed this pleasant duty, returned to his 
place in the line and the latter moved down the 
avenue. The Mayor afterward returned and 
took a seat in the President’s box. 


THE PROCESSION IN VIEW. 

There was a wait of five minutes. The sypec- 
tators did not object. They had not been long 
enough in their seats to grow tired of looking at 
the many curious sights in the vicinity of Madi- 


son-square. Before it became a matter of gen- 
eral cemment that the parade was behind time 
a@ battalion of mounted police trotted down the 
avenue and passed the President's stand. They 
were worth looking at, but did not furnish ma- 
terial for enthusiasm. In the rear of the police 
escort rode Gen. . Butterfield, aeocompanied by a 
standard bearer, who carrred the Chief Mar- 
shal’s banner, a yellow silken flag, which bore 
on one side the city’s coatof arms and on the 
reverse the arms of the State. Following, in 
columns that filled the broad thoroughfare, rode 
the aides. All wore broad orange sashes. 

The great civic and industrial parade was 
under way and it was received with a migh 
weleome. The spectators stood up and cheer 
The mettlesomé steeds in the parade returned 
the compliment by indulging in some capers 
that were not down on the programme, but 
that, seemingly, did not discomposeé the riders. 
Everv rider lirted his bat as asalute to the 
President. He uncovered in response. It quick- 
ly became apparent that the President had a 
very’ tiresome bit of work outoatfor him. In 
reviewing a military parade he was able to sit 
down occasionally and there were icw 
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to whom he was expected to take off his hat. 
Another rule, it appeared, applied to civic par- 
ades. In that of yesterday every man was an 
American soverign. Nearly every man was the 
representative of some branch of labor or of 
some important industry. It followed, perhaps 
not naturally, butit. followed that for every 
salute he received yeaterday the President 
gaveone. Ais head was bared more than half, 
almost two-thirds, of the time, and none of the 
paraders, men or boys, are in a position to 
gTumbie at having failed to obtain reasonable 
recognition or more. The President evidently 
had it in mind that.he was reviewing labor, and 
that it was well to coueiliate labor. 

The spectators appreciated the situation soon 
after the parade got under way. They evident- 
ly wanted to see the sun beat on the Presidential 
head, and upon the approach of any organiza- 
tion that showed no signs of uncovering the 
order came from one stand or the other, in 
sonorous and commanding tones, ‘‘take off 
your hats.” The instant compliance with which 
the order was usually met was received on ail 
sides except, perhaps,in the President’s box, 
with loud laughter. : 

The Chief Marshal’s aides were followed by 
the chiefs of veteran and volunteer organiza- 
tions of the State, who formed an escort te 
Alexander B. Butts. In their rear marched the 
inevitable drum corps. Next came a band, pre- 
ceded by a huge Drum Major, who handled him- 
seif and his baton witn great gravity. In the 
wake of the band marched the Veteran Associa- 
tion of the Twenty-fifth Regiment of New-York 
Volunteers. So far everything was wellenough 
to look at—for a beginning. Peopie looked for 
the first tableau, the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. It was notin sight. Something more in- 
teresting had taken ita place. 

COLLEGE STUDENTS PARADING. 

Borne aloft was a large blue and white silken 
banner. It bore the inscription, “ Columbis 
College. Founded 1754.” Two guidons in tné« 
same colors flanked the big banner. Behind tha 
banner and the guidons marched 300 Columbig 
College students, They wore blue and white 
sashes or badges. They marched in double col- 
umn and the face of each column was as straignt 
asadie. Cheer after cheer aruse from the thou- 
sands who looked on and admired. The stu- 
dents moved swiftly forward and us eaeh com- 
pany passed the President’s box the slogan of 
the college rose high above the ordinary cheer. 
President Harrison may never have heard it 
before, but be is not likely soon to forget it or 
the. boys who gave it. The President stood 
with bared head while the students were march- 
ing past. 

Three more yellow-sashed gentlemen cantered 
past the stand. Then came a drum corps in 
uniform of the Ottoman Empire. How the boys 
aid rattle their drumsticks and make their fifes 
shriek. They had worked hard the previous day, 
but they knew that the last day of the great 
celebraticn had come, and they were determined 
to do their utmost to make it a screaming suc- 
cess. Te the music of fife ana drum the College 
of the City of New-York hore down on the place 
of honor. The boys wore mauve sashes across 
their manly chests. They carried the Stars and 
Stripes and the college flag. They were 300 
streng, and they marched as if nothing 
but marching was taugnut by thelr Alma Mater. 
Atthia point there was to be a tableau of 
Washington and his Generals. It was not visi- 
ble, but its escort, the Weir Battalion, School 
Noe. 10, Brooklyn, was. The boys numbered 
seventy-five. They were a picked lot; they 
must have been a picked lou’ so everyboay 
thought as the boys marched down the avenue, 
every foot striking the ground in unison, every 
head erect, eyes looking straight ahead, chests 
well out, hands at the side, touching the outer 
Seam of the trousers. It was an exhibition of 
marching that made military men stare, 

New-Yorkers trembled for theirown. It was 
known that eight battalions of New-York 
schoolboys, each battalion 400 strong, were to 
form a part of the parade. Could they possibly 
nold their own with that wonderful lot from 
Brooklyn? They were coming, right in the 
wake of the boys from acress the river. O7 
courss they were headed by adrumcorps. The 
boys must have music. The first and second 
company wefe composed of boys who were not 
over twelve years of age. They were uni- 
formed in dark blue, with white eross belts 
and black helmets. They carried guns and 
bayonets. As the mites passed the President's 
box, he bowed and smiled. Every seat in the 
two huge stands became vacant. The mites 
were marvels as soldiers. Another drum corps 
of boys, and more boy svuldiers, without guns; 
still more boy soldiers, and then came Presi- 
dent Simmons of the Board of Education, and 
behind nim company after company of boys, 
none of them more than seventeen and many 
of them not more than ten years of age. 


SCHOOL BOYS MARCHING WELL. 

Thé way these boys marched was marvelcus. 
¥t seemed as if the smaller they weré the: better 
they marehed, and it was delightful as well as 
a bit amusing to the admiring thousands who 


witnessed the seene to observe the inteuse 
earnestness of the boys. They were fullof one 
idea. They were to be reviewed by the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and, anxious as they 
were to see him, they were afralu that by even 
permitting wu glance to fall out of a direct lins 
they weuld detract from their appearance as 
soldiers. so they looked straight abead, and, 
shoulder to shoulder, every right hand neld on 
a level with th «ye as the President’s box was 
passed, they warcned on. The opinion ex- 

ressed on all sides was that the echvolboss of 

ew-York did far better work than most of the 
military who appeared in Tuesday’s parade. 
One little fellow, whv was tvo smail to march, 
represented George Wastington and gravely 
lifted bis cocked hat as he arrived, on the 
shoulders of a bigger boy, opposite the Presi- 
dent, who lifted his hat just as gravely io re- 
sponse. 

President Harrison never saw such a sight. 
He looked up dnd down the avenue and, as far 
as the eye could reach, there were marching 
schvuolboys in sight, for there were thousands of 
them in the parade, and they furmed the most 
interesting feature in a pageant that was in- 
finite in the variety of its material. All the 
drum corps that turnishea noise fur the boys 
were composed of boys. One brass band was 
made up of boys, many of them smalier than 
their instruments. One of the bands that headed 
a battalion played with great vigor and pre- 
cision @ tune known as ** We've Ali Been There 
Before.” It was familiar to the spectators, 
evidentiy, for they laughed uproariously. 

Robert Grahawi, the sturdy apostis of church 
temperance work, marched at the head of a 
gooaly representation of the Knights of Tem- 
perance, which was compvused of several com- 
panies, attired in neat uniforms of dark blue, 
the coler bearers each carrying small biue flags 
with the inscription, ‘8S. P. Q@. R.” There were 
two or three orgauizations from out of town 
included in this division. Next came the Sons 
of Veterans, marching like veteraus. They 
were heuded by ajuvenile band in white and 
biue zouave uniforms. One little fellow, not 
more than ten years of age, awakened a sym- 
pathetic interest on the part of the crowd by 
his frantic efforts to keep up with a stalwart 

oung color bearer, wo took one step to the 
ittle chap’s three. 

Enthusiastic cheers rang out when nine time- 
worn veteraus warched by with a tattered bat- 
tle flag inscribed,’ Twenty-fifth Regiment New- 
York Volunteers.” The oid color bearer stepped 
out of the ranks in front of the reviewing 
siund, and going us close as he could get to the 
President, waved bis flag and made alow bow, 
whieh was responded to by a courteous saluta- 
tion from the Presiient. 

Following tuis little band of veterans came a 
whiff of tresh breeze from the rural districts, 
porne along by an eiaborately-uniformed, semi- 
miiitary company in green, each man wearing 
in his cap sprays of fern. The picturesque 
eostumes of the Scotch Highlanders, with their 
plaid kilts and sashes of reu and yellow, evoked 
mucn interest and applause. The Caledonian 
Club was followed by a small body of the veter- 
ans of the Highland Regiment, bearing aloft two 
torn and battie-begrimed flugs. 


GEN. DALLY’S PROTEST. 

Just after the passing of this feature of the 
parade, an incident occured im front of the 
President’s box, in which the venerable Gen. 
Abram Dally, Commander of the handful of sur- 


vivors of the war of 1812, figured. The oid 
man, in his Continental uniform, marched 
feebly along with the provession, supported on 
each side by two younger men. When he was 
directly in front of the President’s box. he 
handed up an envelope which tne President 
teok, and opening, tound a letter worded aa 
follows: 
Veterans War 1812: 

Gen. Abram Dally, aed 93. 

Adjt. J. Gould Warner, veteran 1812. 

Richard Cox, Mexican war veteran. 

Gen. Butterfield refused to allow the veterans of 
the war of 1312 toride in a carriage in the proces- 
sion. We have a telegraphic aisjatch from the 
above General to thatetfect. We were determined

The ola General was at once given a seat ov 
the stand near the President, and subsequently 
® earriage Was procured [for him, and the veterau 
and his companions joined the procession. 

A small Swiss corps, accompanied by a rich 
ly-decorated float, formed # picturesque feature 
ofthe parade. A large red banner contained 
the words in gilded letters “Switzerland, the 
oldest Repubiic, 1308—1889.” On the float wus 
an attractive bevy of fancifully-attired Swis- 
maiders, who threw bouquets at President Har 
rison as they went by. following the Swiss dis- 
py was a sombre-gowned monk leading alargs 

t. Bernard dog. The dog failed to sulute the 
President, but he was loudly cheered by the ad- 
miring pupulace. 

The red shirts and quaint apparatus of the 
old Volunteer Firemen’s Associations formed 
one of the pleasing features of the passing 
show. The Volunteer Firemen’s Association ot 
New-York headed the line, followed by the Vet- 
erans’ Association. The entnusiasm of the 
crowd reached a bigh en when Harry How- 
ard, the noted Chief of the old Volanteer De- 
partment and the heru of the tire luddies, was 
Caught sightol Altuough parually paralyzed, 
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terrence. - 
he limped bravely Mlong at the head ef the | 





handsomely-uniformed veterans. 
fire hat was liftea 
and the latter smiled and bowed in return. The 
veterans drew their old-fashioned side-bar 
engine, the gold and silver decorations of which 
glittered brightly in the sunlight. 


THE “MACHINES” OF YEARS AGO. 
Company after company of the red-shirted 
heroes marched by, representing the veteran 
firemen, not only of New-York but of Brooklyn, 
Coney island, and a dozen other places out of 


town. ach company proudly displayed an ola 
engine, @ hose cart, or hook and ladder true 
such 28 Were wont to do effective service a 
fires many years ago. An interesting variety 
of tire apparatus was embraced in thie display, 
and some of the carefully-treasured hose earte 
were models of lightness, . and beauty. 
The cart drawn by the Cornell Hose Company 
of Rondout was a symphony in eilver. Its ex- 
quisitely-polighed surface shone like glass, and 
® myriad of tiny silver bells made music as it 
rolled along. 

The Live Oak Hoek and Ladder Company of 
Long Island City bad its truck draped with 
flags and surmounted by a cherry tree, which o 
juvenile Geerge Washington was in the aét of 
cutting down. Perched on the old-fashioned 
truck of the Empire Hook and Ladder Company 
were the Goddess of Liberty and an Indian 
maiden. Somebody called out, “How are you, 
Pecahontas?” justas this feature was passing 
the reviewing stand, and the Indian maiden, 
evidently thinking that the salutation came 
from the President’s bex, smiled and winked at 
Gen. Harrison with bewitching archness. 

One of the hose carts was decora: with an 
animated effigy of Washington, who throw the 
ocoupaats of the stands almost into convulsions 
by his simpering antics. With a seeming fear 
of being pitohed offthe hose cart, he held on 
desperately with exe hand, while with the other 
he waved a lace handkerchief in a mechanical 
fashion at the Ry me ou the stend opposite 
the one occupied by the President. He did not 
discover the President's whereabouts until he 
had gotsome distance beyond the reviewing 
stand, and then, in his frantic endeavor to 
atone for hia remissness, he nearly slipped from 
his elevated perch as he turned and gave his 
handkerchief one convulaive shake in the diree- 
tion of the President. ; 

the Philadelphia Volunteer Firemen made a 
fine appearanee in their long gray, double- 
breasted coate and black hats. They dragged 
their ancient fire engine, Friendship,” on 
which was painted the date1794. A negre 
giant, dressed in @ Turkish costume of Dright- 
coiored silks, marched at the head of Protection 
Company No, %, of Long Island City. Foliow- 
ing that company came a group of small boys 
With # gilded car on which rested wooden 
models of an old hand fire engine and a primi- 

tive engines house. 

There were a few foreign secieties in the 
parade with names that proveked laughter and 
vexation—lauchter because they were so long 
aud so upproncunceabie, and vexation because 
of the naturai curiosity of the spectators to 
know what the beautiful and picturesque cos- 
tumes worn by the paraiers represente Such 
names as Menneskevenner, Kimembranza 
Saati, and Frateilanza Cavrellesse werd toe 
overpowering for the understanding of the 
average American citizen, A numberof men in 
anigne garbe of dark green, gold, and red 
marched under @ banner on whieh was proudly 
biazened, “Descendants of Kosciusko aad 
Puiaski.” 


TAMMANY’S NEGLECT OF SALUTES. 

The Tammany braves caused the first un- 
pleasant sensation of the day. There were 
abouts twenty-five hundred of the would-be 
braves in line, each wearing a stlk hatand carry- 


ingacane. At the head of the column marehed 
three aborigines, bearing the seciety’s ban- 
ner. Beside them rode a graceful young woman 
in Indian costume, and behind them came Aiar- 
shai John Cochrane and Richard Croker, As 
the tirst line of the Tammany paraders came 
abreast of the President's box one of the men 
was heard to say, ‘No hats off, now mind,” and 
very few hats were lifted tothe President as 
the first four orfive companies marched by. 
There were ineach company one or more men 
who evidently hadn’t the nerve to deliberately 
insult the President of the United States, and 
here and there a hab would be doffed, 

speedily the occupants of the stands got wind 
of what was going on, and immediately there 
wereasories of howls. “Hats off!” “Take 
your hats off!” “Now’s the time to salute,” 
&o. Then the small boys began poking fun 
of the Tammany contingent, Soon this kind of 
treatment began to embarrass the braves, and 
a larger proportion of them found it agreeable 
to salute the President. Then for a few minutes 
the spectacie was presented of one-half of ench 
company saluting, while the other haif marched 
by WiLb eyes straight ahead and arms glued to 
their sides. The shouts and gibes came thick 
and fasi from the crowds on both sides of the 
aireet, and finally somebouy in authority passed 
the word down the line to salute, and the last 
section of Tummany's turn-out paid the same 
courtesy tothe President that was freely and 
cordially paid by every other civic socieiy. 

A detachments of Brookiyr police paraced 
with Division D, Someof the policemen were 
ou foot and ethers were mounted. The New- 
York biuecoats watehed them closely, but if 
they fell at all envious the envy was not visible 
to the naked eye. 

The President's attention was next attracted 
to aburge mudelvuf a brigantine, which sailed 
along under bare poles, mauned by members of 
the Manhattan Ship Joipers’ Assoeiation. The 
boat was completely rigged with the exeeption 
of the s#ils, A penderous bell, enveloped in 
the national volora, was ene of the iestures of 
the Maubuttan Association's display. It was a 
relic of the Revviution, and it was labeled 
“The Old Meebauic’s Beli Raog for Freedom in 
1776." 

Several nundred members of the New-York 
Plasterers’ Union puraded in their white suits 
and white onps. They made a very interesting 
display, with two large floats, on which men 
were busy plying their trade. On ope of the 
floats hundreds of miniature beads of Washing- 
ron and Lincoln, in profile, were manufactured 
and distributed to the crowds along the line of 
march. The workmen stopped in front of the 
President’s box long enough to present him 
with a medallion coutaining the heads of Wasii- 
ington and Harrison. 

the next display of implements of trade was 
made by the cloak and sult industry. In one 
decorated wagon there were haifa dozen fit- 
ting bandaeme Spring cioaks to the shou'ders 
and waists of woolen Women. The other wagon 
was draped with paper patterns, which appar- 
ently had been cus by a modest-looking wan 
who steod in the front of the vehicle holding a 
pair of shears nearly half as big as himself. 

Marble cutters were aga pieuty in the parade 
as biackberries in season. They had a big block 
of marbie and a steam cutter on a large float. 
Skilled workmen were at work chipping out-the 
head of President Harrison in the marble, the 
head of Washington completed being conspicu- 
ously displayed, This fluat stopped in front of 
the President’s box for a few seconds to let 
Gen. Harrison see how the marble cutters do 
their work. 

A delegation of Brooklyn plumbers and gas- 
fitters, cladin plain, every day ciothes, excited 
wouder because of the medest garb of such an 
opulent aristocracy. 


BRIGHT ITALIAN UNIFORMS, 

The Italian organizations displayed some odd 
uniforms and some brilliant combinations of 
coler. One company were biack slouched hats, 
with a cataract of green feathers pouring down 


the back. Another company wore the same 
kind of head gear, only the feathers were biue. 
The conspicucus feature of the Italian division 
was the Immense float which carried a modei 
of Columbus's ship Basta Maria and on it a ban- 
ver deciaring that ‘*Columbus Diseovered 
America. Washington Gave Her Liberiy.” The 
boat was filled with young girls dressed in Ital- 
ian and American costumes, whe waved the 
flags of both nations at the President. 

The Centennial Committee's floats rarely ap- 
peared when they were expected, and when 
they did appear they did not equal expecta- 
tions. The inauguration of Wasbington and 
the Deelaration of Independence were repre- 
aented by two floats, which comparatively few 
people reeognized. Most of the industrial Hoats 
were really worth looking at The Germaa- 
Americans made many happy hits with their 
floats. The gold beaters were perehed high in 
the airon a float) They were attired in the 
ancient costume of the craft, white and blue 
caps and white aprons. The spectators looked 
at them curiously, and forgot for the moment 
that they were looking at something supposed 
to represent a hundred years ago, A street car 
ef to-day followed—it was a case of wheels on 
wheels, 

More men wearing green silk or velvet sashes 
passed. They were followed by ared and whits 
plumed band. Then there were more wen with 
green sashes. Then another band and more 
men With green sashes. Ireiand seemed very 
cluse. 

Still Germany was at hand. The marshal 
end hia staff of the German-American division 
were mounted. Hundreds of the men tn line 
were aiso mounted. The division was headed 
py the Brooklyn Riding Glnb, and a very hand- 
some appearance the clubcut The members 
wore short, tightly-fitting black coats, tightly- 
fitting gray breeches, black high boots, and 
black ailk hats. On the left shoulder eavh horse- 
man wore a tri-colored knot. The borsea were 
beautiful animals, and the men on thew knew 
now toride, Every man lifted his hat to the 
President, and he responded in kind. Then 
cawe the first installment of German-Ameri- 
ean Sharpsbooters and a drum corps and 
more sharpshovters. Their uniforms were of 
many colors, generaliy quiet, with striking 
facings. Dark bive uniforms had green facings, 
Unattorms of green had gold facings. Gray uui- 
forms bad black facings. The hats wore usual- 
iy of soft felt for the top, with stiff brims. The 
sharpshooters, in. passing the President, 
touched the brim of the hat with the right 
hand. Tho President did likewise, He gazed 
with asteuishment at some of the gharpsheot- 
ers. Several bat their breasts completely cov- 
ered with medals. Few ef them wero without 
a medal, 
with medsia, ali of gold, from tho collar to Lue

it may have scemed to the President that ihe 
eharpshooters Were DUmeTOUS enough to keep

MEMORIALS OF THE PLAINS. 

«“ What does that apron mean,” asked a specta- 
tor. It meant that the man who wore it was an 
Orangeman. The apron was puce-celored and had 
an orange border. There were several hundred 
Orangemen in line. They were sandwiched be- 
tween Germans. Another band and another 
drum eorps passed. Thena gentleman clad in 
buckskin ambled by. He represented the 
* pony express,” the mail carriers of the plains 
before the continent was spanned with iron 
bands. He was quickly followed by a genuine 
specimen of the old stage coach of the plains 
and mountains. On the roof were seated a 
number of men, each armed witha rifiec. More 
than one of the spestators had taken a ride on 
just such & coach, 
It was time for another band. The band ap- 
peared. Where all the bands eame from is a 
tmyatery to many. Not afew of them came from 
the country. These had a weary air as if gran- 
ite pavements tried their soles. The Garnot 
Cadeté marched as if the belonged to the top of 
the heap. They are colored. eir band was 
colored, too, and at their head was carried 4 
banner which bore the device, ‘*Colered Cen- 
tennial Committee.” Two companies of colored 
soldiers followed the cadets. 
A float containing alot of steam-heating ap- 
paratus rumbled by. Men were engaged in 
work on the foat. On another float men were 
engaged in cutting ice, realice. The mouths of 
spectators began to water, and lemonade ven- 
dors redoubled the energy in their cries, and told 
how the lemonade was made in the shade. A 
poper tox manufactory occupied another float. 

oxes were flung from it among the crewd. 
They were cigarette boxes.. The next float con- 
tained a lot, of cigarette makers, who wore 
dresses that*were curtailed at both ends, and 
were much more attractive-iooking, the spec- 
tators thought, than the average cigarette 
maker, An old log house was hauled past. Out 
of the chimney poured a lot of toy balloons 
The cigarette iniustey was well represented, 

Another band did its whole duty as it went 
by. It preceded an army of Bohemian-Ameri- 
caas. Some of them wore ordinary attire, but 
wost of them wore uniforms of dark biue, blue 
and green, or gray and black, There must have 
been thousands of them. Mounted men ip gray 
and green trotted past and were followed by 
more sharpshooters, mest of whom were blazing 
with medals. They flew many banners. The 
Brooklyn Rifle Club carried a magnifient ban- 
ner. Its color was blue, ites material silx. The 
riflemen were bettle-green uniforma. They 
were followed by a mounted detachment and a 
red-coated band, 

Marshal J, R. O’Beirne, on a gray horse, re- 
eeived a salute frem the President, So did 
everyboay else who lifted a hat. The President 
was sticking to his work. The German-Ameri- 
cans were still coming. A. dozen companies 
passed. Their head gear was a light brown soft 
felt hat. Another detachment wore derby hats 
of the same color. Still another wore black 
slouch hats. A fourth wore gray slouch hats, 
An unusually big drum corps marched ahead of 
an athietio-looking lot of young feliows, They 
wereciad in gray hats, shirts, aud trousers. 
They were turners. 

On prancing steeds came another high-hat 
brigade. They wore tri-colored sashes, The 
President was still standing and bowing. The 
Vice President and others sround him were eat- 
Ing sandwiches. [t was a ieng time since break- 
fast. Any one except the President could eat. 
1s was not permitted him. The average Ameri- 
can ¢@itizen was on top. The high-hat brigade 
was the advance guard of the "New-York Maen- 
nerehor. The latter marched well. The uni- 
furm was biack. Some of the men cheered the 
President. The spectators had grown very 
quiet. A hundred men on horseback repre- 
sented the retail grocers, A red-legged band 
followed. The band was followed by a hundred 
caet companies, all engaged in the retail groeery 
trade. 

Twenty horsemen, a band that played as if it 
liked to play, and an immense banner an- 
nounced that the pinnomakers were coming. 
They came as if they were determined to oecn- 
py the rest oi the day, Mach piano manufactur- 
ing company in the city was represented. Each 
company was distinguished from the ethers by 
the color of its hats. Ail the men carried flags 
or wore tri-colored sashes. Some touched their 
hats, others uncovered, and others cheered as 
they passed the President, One company’s men 
wore silk hata and cutaway coats. More horse- 
mea followed. They wore blue coats with yel- 
low facings. In their whites helmets were yel- 
low plemes. Their band played “ America,” 

Floats grew numerous. One carried 2 bark, 
sails furied. Another carried a iog house. An- 
other carried a representation of Federal Hall. 
It was surrounded by cavalrymen such as were 
supposed to sabre Heasians more than a bhun- 
ared years ago. Tn a pony carriage, with a col- 
ored boy at the bead, 44t a smali girl and a 
small boy, one dressed te represent Martha 
Washington and the other the Father of his 
Country. The little Miss bowed gravely to the 
President, who felt himself constrained to smile 
as he bowed in return. Uncle Sam and the God- 
dess of Liberty were carriea aleng in a float, 
The Goddess looked slightly sunburned. ‘Uncle 
Sam seemed to be all right. 

Washington's coach, the real article, was 
drawo by ten horses) Two continental persons 
occupied the driver’s seat. Two continental 
llgers occupied the rear. There were four out- 
riders. Within the coach sat two persons who 
represented the first owner of the coach and his 
lady, A float containing a tent was heavily 
armed with two brass guns of ancient guise. 
Continentai soldiera stood where they could 
best be seen. More cayairy follewed. ‘The 
spectators laughed at a float containing the rep- 
resentation of anancient steamship, On an 
old-time printing press were printed extracts 
from one of Washington's addresses, 

The Arien Society made w fine appearance. 
The first detachment was en horseback. The 
riders wore black conte, hats and boots, and 
snuow-white vreeches, The Arions were fol- 
lewed by the jronmakers. As they passed the 
President, the men on the float went on duty 
and the clink of the anvil as the sledge dropped 
upon it could be heard for half a mile. The 
early settlers must have been an uncommonly 
adventurous lot if they trusted themselves far 
trom shore in some of the boats that 
were represented in the Puss. Arion, 
represented by a youth of massive pro- 
portions, assed on a float. He bowed 
with a touch of condescension to the President, 
who was growing too tired te smile even at 
sucha slip. Long gaps in the parade became 
frequent, The time was passing swiftly, yet 
nobody showed auy inclination to go home. 
The parade had not lost its interest; it con- 
tained teo much variety and too much that was 
unusual for that. : 

Georgia in 1732 was represented by an Indian 
anda hunter who seemed tobe on speaking 
terms with each other. Melpomene, in the per- 
80D & gorgeously-arrayed youug Woman, was 
drawn past on a gilded ear, She calmly smiied 
when some of the most forward among the 
spectators threw her a smali cousignment of 
kisses; A white-hat brigade, carrying a large 
red banner passed. These were the tirst white 
hats of the year, and they bere a strong resem- 
blance to last year’s crop. A small boy driving 
@ goat extracted a few smiles. There was much 
cheering and laughing over the curious 
and unexpected manner in which a bouquet was 
tendered to the President from one of the floats. 
The man engaged for the work hada a bit of 
mechauism that could be shut up in a very 
small space or shot out toa length of fifty-four 
feet. He propelled it toward the President, who 
founda bouquet on the end and aceepted it. 
More sharpshooters and # company of cross- 
bowmen passed. A company armed with flint 
locks followed, A party of young men clad in 
velvet knee breeehes, White jackets, and white 
straw hats were supposed to represent hay- 
wakers of the early English variety. 

Bacchus and a party of nymphs occupied a 
gorgeous float and seemed to be enjoying life. 
Bacchus nodded to the President. rince Car- 
nival, too, had very fine surroundings, He was 
aceom panied by « crowd ef emotional maskers. 
A bedy of men dressed in gray linen marched 
ahead of a fioat that was leaded down with 
men cladin white, These men were piasterers 
and molders. ‘They threw amali bas-reliefs 
of Washington and Lincoln to the crowd. 


makers had another. The fresco painters were 
attired in velvets of gorgeous hues, The iron 
and brass workers had ailvat and so bad the 
gilders. Men dressed in white ran alongside 
the gilders’ float. The steam engineers’ float 
was furnished with a loud whistle. <A body of 
engineers followed afoot. 

‘The beer and wine industry must have been 
lavish in preparing fer its display. Hundreds 
of men in the parade were dressed after the 
fashion of centuries ago—in silks and satins 
and even in armor. Every stage of the Industry 
almost was represented by floats. There were 
bottles beyond number on the wine fleat. The 
steward filled » glass to the brim as the floas 
haited in front of the President’s column. A 
lorsemau took the brimniing class and present- 
6d it to President Harrisop. He smiled, but did 
not take the wine. Some laughed, others 
cheered. White-jacketed bakers were in the 
parade by the hundred. The butchers, too, 
were outin force. The President smiled upon 
the butchers as be had upon the bakers and all 
the other representatives of lakor, 

German societies seemed to have no end. 
They marched by the stana without a break for 
an hour or more... Irish sveleties followed, 
They were not 60 bumerows. Some of the 60- 
cieties, composed of boys who wore a black and 
green Uniform and carried axes, attracted some 
attention even late in the afternoon. 

Never at any stage of the parade was there 
alavk of musi¢. The murchers were never al- 
lowed to depend upon their own sense of the 
eternal fitness of things in keeping step At 
2:50 ex-President Cleveland left the stané@, In- 
spector Byrnes at once stepped forward and 
ected as an escort, The spectators stood up 
and ohecred the ex-Fresident, Soon afterward, 
as if they bad seen ail the parade tbat an ordi- 
nary constitution could bear, people began 
leaving the stands, _ 

An old Duteb chest, which was placarded as 
having been used in the days of Peter Stuyve- 
sant, and aeouple of safes that once bejonged 
to Stephen Girard, were objects of general in- 
terost, Vhey were followed by half a dozen 
floats representing different manufacturing 
firms. Dhere was a miniature box faetory at 
work, a display of akylights, and a decorated 
wagon full of washing wachinea, —

THE GREAT CROWDS WHICH WATCHED 
THE PARADERS PASSING BY. 

When the cry that the procession was 
coming was passed down Fifth-avenue the 
erowd that lined the sidewalks, hung out of 
windows, and darkened the stands was im- 
menee, and yet the side streets were pouring in 
their swarms until it seemed that the limit must 
be reached at last. ‘The absorptive power of the 
mass of humanity was wonderful, Room was 
ever made for more, : 

It was then that the box and barrel nuisance 
began. They bad been carted and carried in by 
the theusands and stooa up along the side- 
walk. The police paid little attention to the 
blocking ef the way in this manner, their whole 
attention being taken to keep tie lines in front, 


that the paraders might have fullaweep. Boxes 
were sold at from 25 cents to $l, according to 
the size and durability. Barrele brought good 
prices and butter tubs and firkins were readily 
taken at 50 cents a Fs Water pails were 
turned bottom up and beer kegs and crates were 
brought into service. Speculative boys, by 
Placing a board across two barrels, had no dif- 
ficulty in selling the advantageous standing 
room for 50 cents a place. One or two men 
Well earned a few dimes by holding children 
tor their parents for fifteen minutes or half an 
hour. Step ladders were even brought into use 
and all the steps occupied. Every availabie 
Place to see the proeession was taken. 

Atbletie young men climbed up the staging 
yet remaining on the cathedral front, and from 
@ perilous position gained a good view of the 
Paraders. ‘ Here’s your graad stand,” cried a 
young man who was perched upon the shoul- 
ders of a friend, and offered to exchange with 
apy one for $2. To thread one’s way ap or 
cown the avenue through the great mass of 
people and boxes was weil-nigh impossible. 

As the head of the great eivic column ap- 
peared to any partoft the crowd, the excite- 
ment became just as intense as though there 
had pot been a big demonstration the day be- 
fore. The Columbia boys, with their college 
ery, and the sehool boys afterward, were 
warmly received. From that moment until the 
last float passed, there was no let-up in the size 
of the crowd, Indeed, about 10 clock, it 
seemed to grow iarger, and was at its greAtess 
dimension when the German societies and 
trades, with their floats, were going down the 
avenue. A more enihusiastic mass of sightseers 
is would be hardto find. They cheered and 
yelled, and a sea ef handkerehiefse was waved 
from wibdows and from stands. Everything of 
a historical or patriotic nature was applauded 
to the echo. The old continental. uniform was 
sufficient te secure a hearty greoting and tne 
crowd did not seem to grow weary. 

The delays along the avenue were not fre- 
quent, but when they did occur the scenes of 
the halts of the military companies of the night 
before were repeated. Sandwiches, oranges, 
and apples were thrown from windews. Even 
& ple Was Cast out by # patriotic young woman, 
butite course from a third-story window was 
finally arrested by contact with a handsome 
uniform, resulting in sad damage to the eoat 
andatotal lessof the bitof pastry. In turn 
the cooks threw back pieces of bread they had 
packed on their float, aud other workers scat- 
tered specimens of their work. 

A curious spot was the bloek between Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth streets. It was nearly 
filled with @ erowd that was kept busy attempt- 
ing to run trom one street to the other, as some 
special feature of the parade either turned to 
go around the Union-square circuit or was 
tarning back into Fifth-avenue at Fourteenth- 
street. 

The passage of the President through the 
lower part of the avenue on his way to the ferry 
was the signpalfer a general break-up, though 
one or two belated floats and smajl organi- 
zauens followed. The President was cheered 
loudly as he went by led by a squad of mounted 
police, Afterthe erdof the parade the scene 
was astrange one. The avenue was almost 
blocked with the people running homeward. 
Small voys snatched the barrels ana boxes as 
soon as the tenants left them. The sidewalks 
were littered with banana snd orange peel, 
crusts of sandwiehes, and pieces of meat. 

Union-square was again the scene of a tre- 
mendous crowd yesterday. The free stand was 
packed with women and children until breath- 
ing room wes at @ premium. Vhe reserved 
stands, however, were Dot crowded, and most 
of the people occupying them seemed to be 
irom the country. ealthy New- Yorkers occu- 
pied windows orthe grand stand at Madison- 
square, while the poorer people were unwilling, 
if not unabie, to pay $2 a seat for places on the 
Shae ty yi che stands. The country folk, there- 
fore, had all the two-dollar room they wanted. 
They took advantage of their eppertunity in 
large numbers, but they were not numerous 
enough to fill up all the space previded by the 
Centennial Committee. 

The only places where the populace suffered 
overcrowding were the free stand and the side- 
walks. The crushon the latter was painful, 
and once vor twicew panic was threatened by 
reason of the violent eiforts of the police to 
force the crowd back beyond the curbing. The 
crowd would inch up again, however, and be- 
tore the procession ended it had reduced by 
half the width of the space allewed for the line 
of murok, All the side strests around the 
square were filled with vehicles loaded down 
with sightseers. The general result wae that 
Union-square was completely surreunded by 
a@ dense. wass of people who struggled with 
the policewen and with each other in the elfort 
to eatch a glimpse of the parade. 

The bright sunshine of the early morning 
proved too strong tor the complexion of the 
ladies ip the stands, und hefore the parade was 
half over they had approximated the color of 
@ boiled lobster. This was partly due to ex- 
posure on the preceding ddy, and complaints 
of the discomfort were geueral, The regula- 
tions of the stands forbade the hoisting ef um- 
brelias or parasols and the women were there- 
fore compeiled to resort to all sorts of devices 
to protect their iaces. One of the favorite 
methods was to muke big nats eut of news- 
papers and wear them over tueir bunnets, This 
ullorded some protection, but the effect was very 
odd. Others shaded their faces by tucking 
hewspavers underneath their hats or bonnets, 
and others still gained a little comfort by 
tyiug handkeronhiefs avout their faces, All 
these devices combined to make tle millinery 
display on Union-square one ef the most 
curious features of the day. 

The crowds both on the sidewalks and on the 
stands was good natured and extremely patri- 
otic. It loudiy cheered the striking features of 
the parady, and altogether seemed te enjoy 
itselt immensely, Some of the curbstone spec- 
tators had personal friends in nearly every 
local organization, aud the cries ef * Hi! 
Dauny” or * Ho! Jimmy,” or seme such famil- 
iar salutation was ringing out the whole day. 
This was especially the case when the Tam- 
many Mall delegation passed by. The floats 
generally were in aw very dilapidated condition 
wuen nlon-square was reached, and the 
chances seemed even that many of them woula 
fall to pieeos before they Game to the end of the 
route, A little excitement was caused by the 
collapse of one of George Ebret’s largest brew- 
ery Wagons at the corner of Fifteeuth-atreet 
and Broadway, where it had to remain an ob- 
ject of close inspection by those who were anx- 
lous to see how beer was made, 

The scenes in the nelghborneod ef Washing- 
ton-square Were rather monotonous. A crowd 
fully twice the size of Tuesday’s had gathered 
and were sowewhat restive under the restraint 
imposed by the polica, but a siight display of 
foree taught them that order must be preserved, 
and so further trouble was averted. There was 
little enthusiasm displayed after the reseption 
given to the Columbia College boys and the 
school boys as they wheeled into Waverley- 
piace. At this point the marehing of the boys 
was far superior to the average wilitary eom- 
pany in Tuesday's —_ The college boys 
entertained the crowd with class cries, aud ex- 
ecuted in convert a pas seul which would have 
done credit to trained clog dancers. 

Even during the ceutennial did the cutting of 
the overhead wires go on, fer at this point an 
electric light wire hung down 80 low us to ob- 
gstruct the passage ef eren tue taller tlagstaffs 
uod rendering impossibie the passage of the 
larger floats, A lineman Was summoned and 15 
Was speedily tuken down. . 

Early in the day two smal beys got up on the 
top ef the arch erected at this point in some 
undiscovered way, aud trom their point of 
vantage and secure from ‘police interference, 
they enjoyed the ever-changing scene which 
passed beneath thom. 

The density of the crowd at this point caused 
several ladies io faint, but a police ambulance 
had been ordered to stand at this corner, and it 
wae used a8 an improvised hospital. 

The earelessness which prevailed among the 
American port@us of the exhibit is aupiy illus- 
trated by the ¢ondition of the float which rep- 
resented Washington resigning bis conimission. 
Whvea this float passed through Waveriey-place 
Washington was sitting on the table, with bis 
feet dangling and his Generals were lying in 
various easy positions on tho floor, sucking 
OTaUZCS an speeediag Bays peels with perfect 
jmpartiality between the floor and the street.

DIFFERENCES IN THE CROWDS WHICH 
WATCHED THE TWO PROCESSIONS. 

To the careful observer, so placed as to 
be able to look over the heads of the crowds 
which viewed yesterday’s civic parade, it was 
evident that the number ef people which 
thronged the streets was far smaller than the 
multitude which sat and steocd from early 
morning until the descent of twilight the day 


previous, impolled thereto by rapt admiration 
of the centennial military display. 

It waa evident further thas yesterday was 
New-York’s day, pure and simple. The strang- 
ers from ont of town, Who Bo largely constituted

4 the working classes of the metropolis. 
hile the fathers, sons, and brothers held 
Places in the procession, the mothers, sisters, 
and children of this class made up the sidewalk 
contingent. Popular interest in the parade was 
accordingly largely, if not wholly, personal, 
4Sud it was not surprising, therefore, that there 
should have been a marked absencd of the 
abounding enthusiasm whieh prevailed on the 
preceding day. 

A rough estimate, predicated upon the amount 
of space occupied, determines the number of 
people on stands, public and private, and 
pret g the sidewalks to have been about one- 
third smaller than the throng of Tuesday. For 
while along Fifth-avenue and in parts of Broad- 
way the police permitted the people to occupy 
both sides of the roadway to the extent of 
three and four rows deop, the sidewalk space 
in those logalities was by just so much unin- 
cumbered, and travel on those thoroughfares, 
wholly impracticabie on the previous day, was 
rendered possible, if not entirely pleasurable. 

It was an orderly acd manageable crowd, if 
not demonstrative, save upon occasion, and it 
was thoroughly typleal. It singled out indi- 
viduals, as the procession passed, for approval 
and applause, in the main relatives and person- 
al frienas or acguuintanees, and,in not a few 
instances, employers of those who cheered. 
Wherever an aide on the staff of the Grand Mar- 
Shal was prominent in business or manufact- 
uriug circles he was assured ef a welcome, at 
once hearty and enthusiastic. But, in the main, 
the procession was permitted to passin un- 
broken silence, the people being evidently con- 
tent to be seen and not heard. 

The publie and private stands, in a majority 
of instances, uad an entirely new class of oc- 
oupants. Occasionally the same faces were to 
be seen in the places they occupied on Tues- 
day. But these were rare instances. At Ferty- 
sevond-street, at Madison-square, at Waverley- 
place, and at Union-square there were unocca- 
pied rows of benches whieh would have 
afivurded accommodations for several thou- 
sand spectators. Even on the free stands fer 
women and children, fronting Broadway, 
Seventeenth-street, Fourth-avenue, and Four- 
teenth-street, there were Many vacant places, 
while seats on the speculators’ stands, and 
notably that at the eorner of Fourteenth-street 
and Broadway, went begging for purchasers. 
On the Presidential reviewing stand the legis- 
lative delegations from the several States were 
nowhere visible, while the 700 officers and men 
of the National Guard of Vermont, for whom, 
by common report, places had been pur- 








chased by the State on the Union-square 
stand, were conspicuous -by their ad- 
sence. 


For a | geioes recompense for the 
disappearance of these distinguishing feat- 
ures the staffot the Grand Marshal made an 
imposing display in the end section of the re- 
viewing stand at Twenty-third-street, the Nch- 
colored old-goid sashes with which they were 
bedecked, standing out in bold relie? against the 
sombre background of the dark-clothed multi- 
tude on either hand and at their rear. 

‘yho apatny with which the occupants of reai- 
dences: along the line of march regarded the 
procession was especially noticeable. Very 
many windows in Fifth-avenue were unoccu- 
pied, and where they were tenanted it was the 
rule, rather than the exception, that the ten- 
ants concerned themselves but little with the 
parade. Whenever a float came along they 
would gaze for a moment with an air of listless 
indifference, but beyond that perfunctory per- 
> eae of duty their enthusiasm failed to ox- 
teu 

There was but little in the parade itself, te 
those who participated in it, of an inspiring 
character. Such incident as it afforded was 
supplied by the frequent onsets of the apy nn 
ambulances, which swept through the lines 
with reckless disregard of lite and limb and 
little heed ef formations. From Twenty-third 
to Canal rtreet no fewer than five ambnlance 
Calis were answered, each one of which wrought 
havoe in the ranke of the paraders. 

However effective it may have been in its 
general details, in its illustration of historical 
events and the arts and manufactures ef the 
country, the parade was purely civic in its 
characteristics and entirety aud instriking con- 
trast with the military display which preceded 
it. Savein rare instanees the paraders were 
cempelied to accommodate themselves to the 
movements of the public instead of the public 
being ovliged to make room for the processien, 
In Broadway, to Canal-atreet, the confines 
of the crewd, exeept ecessionally. were 
permitted by the pelice to describe curved 
lines which could not, By any stretch of the 
imagination, be accepied as the line of beauty. 
Tne effect was to force the most preminent or- 
ganizations ib the column, and notably the con- 
tingent of tne Brookiyn Police Depertment, 
numbering close upon 400 men, to make the 
best they could of the situation, to the detri- 
ment of the appesrance of the organizations on 
parade. Oitizens were allowed to cross the 
route of procession almost at will; groups of 
soldiers from outside States and detachments of 
the pupils of the public schools made their way 
along the flanks of the selumn without let or 
hindrance, while well-nigh a score of aides te 
the Grand Marshal ereated confusion by per- 
sisting in pressing their way along the lines 
trom the point of dismissal at Canal-sireet to 
the starting point of the parade. 

But these were trifling incidents which, how- 
ever repuguaut to the sticklers for military 
precision and etiquette, passed unnoticed by 
the mass of spectators. Every father or mother 
who had a son in the public school division, 
every wife, daughter, or maiden who had a hua- 
band or father, brother or lover tn the tradés 
organizations or civio sacietics had eyes only 
for that particular individual. If only they 
might behold the object of their solicitude they 
were contert to endure the hours of fatigue 
imposed upon them, and although women 
fainted and children were erushed in the en- 
deayor, to the thousands so «ratified who held 
their places along the line of mareh, buffeted 
meanwhile by the police and enduring the 
pangs of hunger and thirst from early morn 
until jate-in the evening, the industrial aud 
civ® parade will endure in recollection as the 
crowning success of the centennial celebration.

and again into gorgeous many-colored strings 
as the floats rolled along. There was not much 
of the shimmer of bayonets or the scintillation 
of epaulettes aboutit, There was ponty of the 
blaring of bands and the tooting of trumpets. 

The right of the line got to Canal-street about 
11 o’olock, and of course the work of dispers- 
ing the procession began at once. The vast 
crowd that was there to see the end reached 
down Broadway for many blocks, and Canal- 
street was thronged to East Broadway. The main 
parade broke up into scores of others, for as 
the divisions passed inte Canal-street they took 
divergent routes, and the result wag that resi- 
dents of the east and west sides had a ehanee to 
see many parades withont leaving their homes, 

The veteran firemen came down Centre-street 
about noon and paraded about the lower por- 
tion of the city for some time. The colored 
companies went down Canal)-street to South 
Fiftth-avenue, and Thompsen-street society gave 
them a rousing reception. The Bowery was in 
its glory all the afternoon. Companies and 
parts of divisions made ita pars of their home- 
ward way, and some of the floats joined them. 
Many of the German societies went over to 
First and Second avenues, and for the first 
hours of the afternoon there was seareely a 
street east of Broxudway and below Astor-place 
that did not have something in the way of a 
procession upon it. 

Many of the floats of the German societies 
went up Elizabeth-street, and at one time there 
were a half dozen bloeks of this street crowded 
with floate. Hadit had a better sort of frame 
than that furnished by the houses on each side 


been wonderfully attractive. 

The east side boys guyed the occupants of the 
floats in their usual way. One man who took a 
réie which required nim to wear huge red 
whiskers had to stand the brunt of much of It. 
The action of the wind upon them was com- 
mented on with great freedom by the boys, In 
this part of the city the section of the proees- 
sion representing the beer breweries was re- 
ceived with vociferous applause. 

On the west side these seenes were being du- 
plicated. West Broadway and South Fifth- 
avenue, Wooster-street and Church-street were 
tilled by the great outpour from Broadway 
through Canal-street, Some of the floats which 
went down to Seuth Fifth-avenue came to grief. 
Those ft ye tos = the printing office and the 
New-York Spinning Company tried to pass 
under the elevated road but the telegraph wires 
strung below the track tore otf the upper 
portion of both floats and wrecked them, 
Another float, representing the deck of a 
steamer, broke down just as it was moving into 
Canal-street from Broadway. It delayed the 
procession about five minutes until 1t was 
dragged cut of the way. Those abeard of it es- 
caped unhurt.

Thomas 8 Brennan in height and girth, bore 
the yellow banner ef the Marshal, Gen, John 
Coehrane, in front of the Tammany Society, or, 
to be more accurate, the members ef the Tam- 
many Hall General Committee. But he was not 
Commissioner Brennan. That colossal Demo- 
crat, who has led s0 many Tammany proces: 
sious, Was ina company pnearthe rear. In a 
political seuse he is destined to go to the rear 
again, if the report is true that Mayor Grant re- 
fuses to reappolzmt him a Commissioner of 
Charities. The standard bearer who took his 
place in the lead was Ciarles Lambert, a 
clerk of Civil Justice Fallon’s Court and 
a Tammanysite of the Twenty-third District. 
Behind Lambert were five Seneca Indians—four 
bucks and a squaw. The bucks were in war 
paint. Threeof them bore the banner of the 
soeiety. The fourth bestrode a horse and showed 
his paint-streaked cheeks to the watchers be- 
yond the cures, The squaw was Gowango, and 
shoe informed inquisitive persons that she was 
“the fur-famed Mohaw Indian actress.” 
Bleecker-street is a great resort for latter-day 
Indians, and one ofthe last acts of Justice 
Micnael Norton’s life was his search for and 
discovery of these Simon Pure representatives 
of the Six Nations. 

Behind the descendants of the great chief, 
Tammany, rode Marsha} Cochrane, wearing an 
orange baidris and a stern look. At his side 
was City Chamberlain Croker, sitting on a 
beautiful roan borse as if he and the animal 
were molded together. Chamberiain Croker is 
an accowplished horseman, and this accem- 
plishment enabled him to put himself before 
the public in agraceful way as the asknowl- 
edged leader of Tammany Halil. After him 
rode ex-Judge McQuade, Register Slevin, J. 
Sergeant Cram, Fravk Fox, Bryan Henry, 
and some iess. well-knewn representatives 
of the Sachemsef the Tammany Society who 
have not yet had time or money enough to learn 
toride.

AS THE MARSHAL SAW IT. 

Gen. Butterfield sat in review of the pro- 
cession, surrounded by his staff, on horseback 
at Canal-street, in Broadway, yesterday from 
12:30, the hour he reached there, umtil 5 
‘clock, when the rear guard passed by and 
dispersed. Large numbers of his aides and as- 
sistant Marshals and the commanders of the 
various divisions rode up to congratulate him 
upon the great success of the demonstration. 
The column moved without a break or halt 
until the large floats began to make their ap- 
pearance, and these were delayed by tne elec- 
trio wires that span Breadway above Canal- 
street like a spider's web. 

“T kept the column waiting three-quarters of 
an hour for the fourteen floats that the eommit- 


tee were to furnish,” said Gen. Butterfield to a 
TiMES reporter, ‘‘and then went on without 
them. Whatever success this parade results in, 
the committee is entitled to none of the credit 
forit. They have given me Do assistance what- 
ever in gotting itup and organizing it. The 
trades societies and the German-Awmericans are 
entitled to the eredit of this great demonstra- 
tion, As it looks new, (2:15 o’clock,) I shall 
make the record of manceuvring a civic parade 
as well as that of @ military parade. I passed 
110,000 men before Presiden Lincoin at Fred- 
ericksburg in four and one-half hours and 
under mueb more favorable circumstances than 
these—where the streets are narrow and the 
crowd interferes so much with the free move- 
meuts of troops. There is a line of march here, 
including the floats, large enough for 100,000 
men, If the column continues to move as at 
present they will all be by here before 4 o’clock 
and that will be high-water mark.” The Gen- 
eral said the cost of the parade iu round tigures 
was $100,000. 

But the column did not continue to more so 
smvoothiy. Every tew blecks along the way the 
floats encounterea electric wires, and time was 
lost in getting elear of them. Ali of the floats 
auffered severely fromthe combined effects of 
electric wires, rough pavements, and faulty 
construction, The floats were for the most part 
made of ponter-macns and light wooden frame- 
work and tinsel, and were not strong cnough 
for the hard usage they were bound to receive. 


DIRECTED BY ELECTRICITY. 

Col. 8. V. R. Cruger was greatly instru- 
mental in directing the movements of the mili- 
tary and civic parades on Tuesday and yester- 
day by means of his speeial telegraph wire 
that he leased from the Western Unien and 
equipped with an eilicient corps of telegraph 
operators. He had stations erected at Pine- 
street and Broadway, at the City Hall stand, 
Houston-street and Broadway, Waverley-plaee 
and University-place, Twentieth-street and 
Fifth-avenue, at the grand reviewing stand, at 
Fortieth-street and Fifth-ayenue, and at Fifty- 
séventh-street and Fifth-avenue. He gave 
the signal forthe troops to move from Pine- 
atreet to Twentieth-street, and harried to 


Twentieth-street, and as the President passed 
by ne directed the treops by telecraph to close 
up behind him. 

When the President roached the grand stand 
gt 1:05 o’olock, Cel. Reed telegraphed Col. 
Cruger that the Presidential party were in their 
places. Col, Cruger at onee directed the troops 
to move, and at }:06%4 o’eloek the head of the 
parade passed the reviewing stand, Col. Oruger 
then accompanied Gen. Schefield to Fifty-sev- 
euth-street and from that time he directed the 
movements of the troops until the last had 
passed before the President. One minute later, 
as the Presidents was entering his carriage, 
*“Good-night” was telegraphed to the operators’

CEXTENNIAL CELEBRATION. 

At sunrise and again at sunset yesterday 
the chimes of old Trinity rang their part of 
the third and last day’s celebration. Compara- 
tively few people, however, seemed aware that 
the chimes were to ring. At any rate, there 
were few who stopped to listen forthom An 
bour before sunset the bells began, as if im 
patient for the ceremony to be ended, strikinga 
note here and there, without attempting a tune. 
Half an hour later, just as the light of the de- 
clining sun broke through the dull gray clouds 
and shed a ruddy glow on the tall spire and 
the tops of the surrounding buildings, the tune 
of * Auld Lang Syne” rang forth. A few pass- 
ere-by stepped and listencd. “The Old Volun- 
teer Fireman” eame soon after, and thon 


“Yankee Doodle” startled the sacred edifice 
with its jaunty, defiant air. At last, asit grew 
darker, the final tune pealied out It was 
“Home, Sweet Home.” The notes of the old 
melody sounded more mellow and tuneful thay 
any ef the preceding, At last the boom of thé 
sunset gun at Governor’s Island came asa fitting 
closing note, and the bells had finished their 
share of the centennial. 

Superintendent Murray was the happiest man 
in New-York last evening when Chief Inspector 
Byrnes ana Snapestier Steers and Wiliiame came 
in, sunbrowned and tired looking, and reporte 
that the parade was over and had passed o 
without serious accident. The chief officers of 
the department hurried to their homes for a 
much-needed rest.

The off-platoons, which had 
been on duty during the day, were excused 
until 7 o’clock in the evening, when the regular 
tours of duty were resumed. Yesterday was 
pay day in the Police Department, but the men 
will not be paid off until to-day. Next week the 
Summer vacations will begin, andon the 31st 
inst, the parade of the department will take 


place.

ACCIDENTS WHICH BEFELL THE PA- 
RADERS AND THE WATCHERS. 


It was not expected that the monster 
parade would come off, be it ever so successful, 
without a few accidents. Accidents there 
were—many of them; but they were due to the 
carelessness of individuals rather than to 
faulty arrangements. Gen. Butterfleld said 
that even te the matter of providing the floats 
with poles fixed with cross pieces on top, with 
which to lift electric wires out of the way, his 
instructions had been specific, and if they had 
been obeyed none of the floats would have suf- 
fered from this trouble. Other aceidents were 
of an unavoidable character. 

The chapter began early in the day. The 
Artiste’ Committee had engaged a tally-ho 
eoaek in whieh to make their display in the 
procession. In it were seated Joseph Keppler 
of Puck, F. A. Ringler, Baron O de Grimm, 
Henry Dazian, and Carl Hauser, The coach 
‘was, furthermore, laden with a choice and 
sumptuous cargo of ehoice viands for the 
Gelectation of the committees and its friends 
along the line of march. The artists named 
were the designers of the several allegorical 
floats embraced in the German section of the 
parade, and they were proceeding down Sixsy- 
fifth-street toward Fifth-avenue with the in- 
tention of reviewing and inspecting the floats 
in line before the parade pegan. They were be- 


lated and the driver was urging his horses to 
high speed when, in turning into Fifth-avenue, 
he made #0 sharp a turn that the coaeh went 
over with a loud crash, breaking every bit of 
glass about the vehicle and making a compiete 
wreck of the affair. 

The artists, who were seated om the deck, 
were thrown violently into the street, all of 
them being badly shaken up, and three of them 
sustaining injuries of a more or less serious 
character, Mr. Ringler bad his leg broken. A 
surgeon who chanced te be passing attended 
temporarily te the injuries, and Mr. Ringler 
Was quickly taken home in acarriage. Henry 
Dazian lay for a few moments stunned and un- 
conscious, and fears were entertained that his 
injuries were serious, but he soon recovered 
consciousness and was sent home in a carriage. 
Mr. Hauser had his aukle sprained, but not se 
severely as to prevent bis walking away. In 
the eatastrophe three baskets of champagne 
and an elaborate luncheon were scattered over 
the street. The crewd made a wild rusb for 
these and captured several bottles of the spark- 
ling beverage before the driver drove them 
away. 

At 2:30 fioat No. 10 of the German section, a 
representatien of a modern ewigrant ship, was 
about to turn into Canal-street, when fhe bub 
broke and the right hind wheel came off and 
landed the huge structure of pasteboard and 
ecantling in the streets. It was a flimsy aifair, 
built in a long exteusion over a brewary wagon 
belonging to the F. & M. Schaefer Brewing Com- 
pany. There were thirty-one persons in the 
** steerage” at the time, among whem were sev- 
eral girls, and when the crash came they sot up 
a series of shrieks and cries that could be heard 
above the din of a brass band a block away. 
There was a rush of the crowd, & police repulse, 
Nellie Gregg tainted, the wreck blocked the line

FORGOTTEN 
DAZZLED THE PUBLIC. 
From the Pali Mall Gazette. 
How the mighty are fallen in the Faunt- 
There is indeed a certain Lord Faunt- 


was on every tongue in England a hundred 
years ago or leas, is to-day as unintelligiple as 
the fifteenth Pharaoh. One has to explore the 
light reading of rust-corroded law books to 
come upon some trace ofjhis meteric eareer. 
The family would appear to have been origt- 
nally French settlers, probably enough refu- 
wes after the Revocation of the Edict, and, 
ike many of their class who have made valua- 
bie Engiish citizens, they rose to well-merited 
fortune and its inevitable honors, until they 
culminated in the great comet Henry—then ex- 
plodas into dust and ashes. This Henry. in his 
ay a bright partioular star ef Society, (with a 
big 8,) haa, however, left his name in law and 
in history for three things. First, as the great- 


est forger (in the way of money’s 
worth) which tbe human race _ has 
up te the present produced; second, as 


being the hero of deitoate and sentimental 
scandal in his hout, and in a way that impov- 
ished sevundrelism has never been able to 
attain; third, for starting and pretty well set- 
tling two points of law that have been strongly 
marked. in English jurisprudence from that day 
to this—namely, thut he was one of the two 
last persons ever hanged in England for forg- 
ery, and that he shook the old eommon law 
rule that there is no remedy for the trespass 
till the reliouy is prosecuted. 

Fact is even more fertile of resource than 
fiction, and in Fauntleroy’s case showed that 
the dovctrins could not be obeyed for two 
reasons, one being that it wasimpossibie, which 
was, perhaps, reason enough, the other that 
even if then possible the risk of failure was so 
great that 1¢ would infliet the most shoeking in- 
ersons wronged enough already. 
The fletion, therefore, had to stand aside. The 
caso was this: T'wo or three years after Faunt- 
leroy was hanged some of his countless forgeries 
undiscovered, which had kept rolling in day 
after day, showed that he had, by 
forged power of attorney, transferred to 
some one else £20,000 out of the estate 
of his friend, Sir Thomas Plaistow, aa English 
Baronet, to whose will he had been a trustee. 
The detense was the sycophant maxim of the 
Stuart and Tudo: lawyers that the criminal 
must be indicted befure restitution ¢ould he 
claimed. But as the criminal was long in his 

rave, the defense meant utter rain of the 

aronial family, in order that others might rev- 
el in their property, obtained by crime. And 
80 the majesty of the jaw had to be twisted out 
of the way to make room for justice and com- 
men sense. 

There was a dazzling magnificenee about 
Fauntleroy’s forgeries and about all he did 
which won him the hearta of the mob, and 
indeed ef the people all round, The jury, we 
are told, sobbed in the box. Literary men 
(that seems to mean professional pam phieteers) 
turned an honest penny out of pathetic recitals 
of his career. Such are the merits of doing rob- 
beries On @ grand and imposing scale. His 
total forgeries amounted to about eight hun- 
area thousand pounds, quite equal to two and a 
half millions sterling in our day, all stolen by 
his wholesale fabrication of powers of attorney 
on the Bank of England for the transfer of 
stock belonging to customers. He was 
partner with sir John Sibbald and oth- 
ers in the great firm known as Marsh’s 
Bank, of which he was sole manager 
after his father’s death for about tweaty years. 
His frands had been going en most of that time 
and had become su great that it took over 
£40,000 a year to keep the interest paid on 
them. With the. crash hundreds of families 
were driven to ruin. He had spared neither 
stranger nor friend, weak nor strong. In pri- 
vate life he had lived like an Oriental Prince, 
His two besetting sins were intense personal 
vanity and almost incredible immorality. He 
was only about forty when executed. 6 Was 
thought extremely handsome, his manners and 
dress were exquisite, and he had an infatua- 
tion of his own that he possessed a marvel- 
ous likeness to Napoleen, who was then put- 
ting Europe under foow His rooms were 
filled with marble busts of Napoleon and him- 
self confronting one another. © was a roué of 
evil domestic life. He never lived with his own 
wife; the poor lady was alone at Tunbridge 
Wells. Yot he kept up numerous establish- 
ments. His banquets and midnight orgies were 
ona soale of unheard-of splendor. ‘lo the last 
Fauntleroy was the same burnished fop, frivol- 
ous, godless, and inteat upon nothing the night 
before he died but minimizing in his last doeu- 
Toent his relationship with the numerous Women 
whose names aré there set out. There is a sick- 
ening odor in the public opinion of the time 
which adores this heartless reprobate, who had 
no temptation of either want to alleviate or 
deep injury to requite such as often tempts 


‘ether less selfish natures from rectitude. 





WASHINGTON'S OLD OCHUROR. 
From the Washington Star, Apri 30, 

Old Christ Church of Alexandria is one 
of the historic places in this vicinity. There 
the pewin which Washington used to sit is 
shown. When the centenary services were 
held in this church, Nov. 20 and 21, 1873,a 


Bible, once belonging to George Washington, 
and presented to the chureh by G. W. P. Custis, 
Esq., of Arlington, was used. The parish was 
created out of aportionof the parish of Trure, 
in February, 1765, and, as the record shows, 
Col. George .Washington, then thirty-three 
years old, was elected a Vestryman. Seme of 
the eld records of the parish are interesting as 
indicating the customs of thattime. In 1766, 
for instance, the sexton received an annual 
salary of 500 pounds of tobacco. When it was 
desired to build a new church, the Vestry 
orderd a levy upon the people of the parish of 
31,185 pounds of tobacco for the purpose. Upon 
the completion of the pew church, in February, 
1773, Col. George Washington passhased pew No, 
5 for the sum of 236 10s., the highest price paid. 
The ottice of sexton was on two occasions 
held by women. In 1776 Susannah Edwards 
ushered the members of the congregation up 
the tile-paved aisies to the seats allotted to 
eaoh, “according to dignity.” In 1810 the 
name of Mrs, Cook appears as sexton, She 
filled the office till 1821, when she was retired 
on anannuity. It is related that she used to 
lock the parishioners inte their pews and patrol 
the aisles with a military air, alert to detect 
and prempt to suppress any violation of order.

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THOSE INTERESTED IN THE SOUTH FORM 
A PERMANENT ORGANIZATION. 

AveusTta, Ga., May 1.—In pursuance of the 
call of President Hickman the Southern manu- 
facturers met here to-day to take into consider- 
ation the condition of cotton manufacturing in 
the South, tu diseuss the advisability of a per_ 
manent organization {of the cotton manufact- 
urers in the Southern States and also whether 
cotton bagging could be substituted for jute 
bagging. Manufacturers were present from 


Georgia, Nerth Carolina, South Carolina, Ala- 
bama, Tennessee, and Louisiana, President 
Hickman in addressing the convention said: 

“The aneation ot building new mills should be 
freely discussed. We make a serious mistake to 
build mills and put them in operation without hav- 
ing the commercial capital to protect our interests. 
The result of this policy is that we ship our goods 
to agents for the purpose of raising money to keep 
our millsin motion, Once out of our coutrol they 
are often forced upon the markets and sold without 
reserve and without profit, A good agent is a good 
thing to have if you ean control him, bat if he con- 
ere the danger line will soon be reached. Oon- 
petition is too sharp to make money on such busi- 
ness principles. 6 have had some success in 
making brown cotton goods, but we arein dan- 
ger of losing our advantage. We are making 
wore than the country needs, hence the very low 
prices now. Weare waking the same mistake in 
manufacturing cotton that the plantera make in 
growing it, Allcotton and no corn is a bad policy. 
All brown goods witheut diversifying our inter ests 
is equally bad. We have large stocka on hand in 
this country, and op March 21 Shanghai was loade 
down with 4,560 bales of drills and 27,000 bales o 
sheetings, with prices very iow. Convenient and 
cheap outlets for goods deserve careful considera- 
tion. We should control the markets of South 
America and Mexico,fand to accomplish this desired 
end we should invoke Government aid. Our flag 
skould float over every Dale ef goods which leaves 
our ports. The British Government, taking 
advantage of some supposed trouble between 
China and our Government with the hope 
of prejudicing that country against our goods, has 
passed a law requiring every piece of goods manu- 
tactured in this country and passing through Eng- 
land to China té be branded ‘Mannfactured in the 
United States of America.’ We would like to have 
our goods reach China without passing through 
Hngland and without the use ef English bottoms. 
Give us American ships, let China see the American 
tlag, If our Government would lend a helping hand 
in placing our products in foreign countries it 
wouid not be lung befuore you would see ‘Manufact 
ured in the United States of America’ on the goods 
made in. Manchester, England. One other impor- 
tant matter. We have invited our et epet deb | 
friends and consumers of our goods to meet wit 
us to discuss the great and absorbing question of 
manufacturing cotton bagging trom cetton. [ 
trust that you will in your wisdom be able to fall 
upon seme plan that will give them substantial aid 
aud comfort.” 

In accordance with President Hickman’s sug- 
gestions, resolutions were adopted providing 
for a permanent organization, with headquar- 
ters at Augusta, Ga.. where shall be stationed a 
Secretary, whose duty it shall be to cellect and 
keep on record statistics showing the number 
of mills in the South; looms, spindles, quality 
and quantity of product, and all information of 
value to Southern cotton manufacturers.

Alliance and the South Carolina Grange and 
Alliance were present by invitation, and took 
part in the eotton-bagging discussion. One 
mill in New-Orleans and three in Georgia are 
now making cotton bagging, and it is probable 
that others will be put onit. The annual meet- 
ing of the Southern manufacturers will take 
place in Augusta in October. 

To-day’s conference between members of the 
alliance and the manufacturers settled the ques- 
tion of cotton bagging. It will not be made 
this season. The best opinion was that cotton 
cannot be made up as cheaply as jute and ocan- 
not compete, ili men say they 
bot put in Machinery in time. Only 
one or two wills signified a desire to 
make baxyging. The fact is that manufasturers 
de not believe there will be any jute trust 
this yon. VYhe Farmers’ Alliance declared that 
if mills wonld make up cotton it would not only 
create a new demand for crops, but 
would increase its value by taking off 
lewer grades. The Manufacturers’ Association 
offered as & 80 to the farmers to 
pay 10 cents per100 pounds extra on bales 
wrapped in cotton, ‘This is regarded as & mere 
empty concession. J. F. Hanson of Macon asked 
the farmers why they did not build their ewn 

ute mills and be independent of the trust. L. F. 

ivingston, President of the alliance, replied 
that the millmen might also grow their own 
cotten. 

Mr. Hanson—ButI am not kieking about the 
price of cotton; all I want is to. got at it as 
cheap as any one else; you are Kicking about 
the prise of jute. :

Eut the 
necessity fer irrigation only occasionally de- 
pends on the rainfall. In seme countries, which 
would be deserts but for irrigation, there is 
quite a heavy rainfall Lombardy, which has 
been irrigated for a thousand years, has some 
twenty-five inches—six inohee more than Sacra- 
mente; there are twenty-two inches on the 
averagein the Department of the Bouches du 
Rhone, where every field is irrigated; some of 
the oldest irrigation works in Spain are ina 
region where the rainfall 6 twenty 
inches; back of Madras, in India, where every 





pound of grain is raised by means 
of irrigation, the annual precipitation 
is neari in Rain, uniess it 


y ones. 

falls at regular intervals and in moderate quan- 
tities at a time, is but littie help to agriculture. 
At Madras, where twenty-four inches some- 
times falis in a single storm, itis a nuisance ta 
the farmer. What the earth wants to bring 
ferth its increase is a steady, uniform supply of 
water in small quantities throuchout tee season 
when plants are growing and fruit is filling out. 
The result is attained in the Eastern States 
andin Northern Europe by a rainfall which 
in the aggregate is excessive, but which is 
the average is well distributed through tho 
growing season. It is not attained in the 
country west of the Missouri, even ir 
piness where there is cegsiderable rainfall}, 
ecause the precipitation is not dietributed 
nd does not come at the precise time when 
t ia needed. There is no part of this State 
where the le aré more im earnest about 
irrigation than in Northern Colusa, where they 
have an. annual rainfall of thirty inches. 
Gen. Greely will find, if he inquires of the in- 
telligent gentlemen who represent his bureau 
in this State, that there are two classes of lands 
requiring irrigation here; one, lands whieh will 
yield crops without irrigation, but which will 
double their yield under the influenee of a rég- 
ular supply of water—say a cubio foos per 
second to 150 aeres—during the growing season; 
the other, desert lands, which will yield nothing 
at all without an artificial supply of water 
either from a system of irrigatien works or 
artesian wells.

It is not seemly that a public officer 
should barricade and provision himself 
against an attempt to supplant bim, as Mr. 
D. LowBERr: SMITH is reported to have done 
in the Department of Public Works. The 
venerable saying, that possession is nine 
points of the law should have no ‘ap- 
plication to such a case. What is. 
needful is that any disputes that may 
arise touching the tenure of offices 
should be. promptly taken to the 
courts and there decided. If necessary, 
legislation should give such cases prece- 
dence in every:court that has jurisdiction 
of them, but this is probably not necessary. 
Mr. SMITH has offered to submit his title to 
the office to the courts, and the offer has 
been refused. It will not be his fault if the 
final issue is not seemly and peaceful. 








It appears that new light has~ dawned 
upon the office-seekers in regard to at least 
one class of the places they are after. They 
have. discovered that the term of office of 
internal revenue collectors is not fixed by 
law. This fact has hitherto been regarded 
as favorable to a certain security of tenure 
in those offices, not a very great security, 
to be sure, but so much a8 arose from the 
need of taking the definite responsibility of 
removal. But the politicians now claim 
that it leaves the President free to remove 
more rapidly and more promptly than in 
other cases, which would be a very curious 
interpretation, indeed, for any. other Ad- 
ministration. But Mr. Harrison, if he be 
not independent in any other regard, is en- 
tirely so as to any restraint upon his dispo- 
sition of the spoils. He will doubtless pro- 
ceed with the decapitation of internal 
revenue cellectors on the same principle 
he has followed in other cases, i. @,: he 
will go as fast or as slow as his own inter- 
est or that of his party seems to require. 





It has long been a reproach to the people 
of New-York City that they were so cosmo- 
politan and so exclusively devoted to indi- 
vidual interests that they could not be got 
to join in any great public undertaking; in 
short, that they were sadly lacking 1n pub- 
lic spirit. Perhaps the bearty support given 
to the celebration just completed and the 
enthusiasm with which all classes of people 
entered into it may be taken as an omen 
of a better day in that respect. It will un- 
doubtedly have a wholesome effect in in- 
spiring a disposition in the people to act to- 
gether for the achievement of a common 
purpose, and this may by a little organized 
effort be turned to account in many useful 
ways. -It has been made plain that even 
the heterogeneous elements of our great 
population may be moved by the same 
sentiment, and the groundwork of a gen- 
eral sympathy and a common aim may be 
cultivated and strengthened, until through 
it great civic effects may »\e accomplished.

Far more effective than prohibition, 
which has just been voted down by the 
citizens of Massachusetts, will be the new 
license law which went into effect in that 
State yesterday. The result of the new 
law is to wipe out of existenceat once near- 
ly 1,500 of the saleons of Boston, and 
these mestly of the lower class. The law 
does not say te the citizen, as prohibition 
proposes, ** You shall not drink,” and thus 
create a spirit of rebellion which, cs in 
Rhode Island to-day subjects the statute 
and its supposed executors to ridicule aud 
contempt. It simply says, “If you will 
driak, you must do it in a reputable place,” 
and against this reasonable condition there 
can be no protest. . The new license law will 
enforce itself and will aid the cause of tem- 
perance materially. Prohibition would have 
been principally honored in the breach, and 
have taken a large sum from the State 
Treasury for the privilege of being ignored. 








WHAT 18 GOV. HILL AFTER? 
That a political deal has been made in 
which THomas C. Piatt and Gov. HILL 
are the high contracting parties does not 
admit; of doubt. The full details of the 
bargain are not known beyond the narrow 
circle of those directly concerned in it, but 
itis generally understood that it includes 
the passage of the Rapid Transit. billand 
the signing of the bills providing for two- 
headed Police and Park Commissions and 
for an increase of the number of Police 
Justices in this city. It is also believed by 
the well-informed that it involves the nom- 
ination by the Governor of a Platt Repub- 
lican for Emigration Commissioner under 
the law passed years ago placing the immi- 
gration establishment under the control of 
a single Commissioner, with two deputies 
of his own selection, and the confirmation 
by. the Senate of HILL’s choice for Superin- 
‘tendent of Insurance and Superintendent 
ofthe Banking Department. It is under- 
stood, of course, that Mayor Grant would 
appoint Platt Republicans and Tammany 
men on the Police and Park Boards and 
prebably divide the new Police Justice- 
ships in the same equitable manner. 

Now Gov. HILL is credited with being a 
shrewd politician after hismanner, and it 
would not be generally supposed that ‘even 
Mr. Pratt would get the better of him ina 
bargain. He has also claimed to be pre- 
eminently .‘‘a Democrat,” and solicitous 
above all things for the interests of his 
party, though his course for the last year 
has raised the suspicion that he looks out 
for H1Lu first, and makes. party interests 
subordinate to personal success. But on 
the face ef it the *deal” has a very one- 
sided appearance, and it leoks as though 
Patt had overreached the astute Governor. 
PLATT secures @ division of the patronage 
of the Police and Park Departments, and 
gets the whole of the patronage of the 
Emigration Department, to say. nothing of 
the Pelice Justiceships. From a political 
point of view this i worth more 
than all the Federal patronage in the 
city, and yet so far as it is of any 
use the same ‘leader’. has that too. 
According to the Hill-Platt-idea‘of political 











County Democracy organization is counted 
out and made more dissatisfied, and-only 
those who are in it for what they can make 
will be won to Tammany or to Hitt. The 
Governor is enabled to “‘get even” with 
Insurance Superintendent .MAXWELL for 
refusing to act under his orders as a mem- 


‘ber of the State Committee, and to displace 


the last Cleveland Democrat in any impor- 
tant State office. If this is a personal 
gain for him, what effect.is it likely to 
have on the great body of Cleveland Demo- 
crats throughout the State, who. constitute 
the bone and sinew of the party? Will it 
not go far to convince them of the truth of 
the story that there was a bargain last 
Fall by which CLEVELAND and the national 
cause were betrayed to secure HILL’s re- 
election, and that this “deal” is the com- 
pletion of the compact then made? And 
will not this tend to estrange this large 
class from the support of HiLL? 

Where is the Governor’s compensation for 
these apparent Democratic losses and Re- 
publican gains to come from? He has 
shown himself a firm believer in the doc- 
trine that if he can control the caucuses and 
conventions the party vote can safely be 
counted upon or in some way madeup. He 
has great faith in political dickering and 
the efficacy of corrupt means in getting 
votes. That is why he is opposed to ballot 
reform. He wishes to keep the way open for 
the methodsupon which he relies for success, 
Suppose he has a toolof his own in a position 
to ‘‘strike” all the insurance companies in the 
State! Perhaps he thinks he can get more 
advantage out of that than he will lose 
by striking down Mr. MAXWELL and tramp- 
ling upon the feelings of Cleveland Demo- 
crats. Is he greatly concerned about giving. 
the people of this city rapid transit for 
their own sake, or does he think that a 
great public enterprise of this kind can be 
worked, as he tried to work the aqueduct, 
for the benefit of party funds to be used 
under his direction? To honest Demo- 
crats the “deal” must look one-sided, and 
if it involves desigus on the Governor’s part 
by which he expects to get the best of it in 
the end, -it must look to them very risky, 
to say nothing of its moral aspects. Demo- 
crats who are more honest and sagacious 
than Gov. HILL would do well to consider 
very soberly all the chances that are in- 
volved in this precious scheme, 








THE CENTENNIAL ORATORS. 

It is a fact of some interest that in the 
celebration of the centennial of the Consti- 
tution oratory, supposed to be one of the 
chief functions of the American in pub- 
lic life, played but a very small part, 
and has not shown at all to advantage 
‘evenin the little it had to do. The only 
address that was provided for in a manuer 
to require careful preparation and to give 
opportunity for what may be called an 
oration was that of Mr. DEPEW at the Sub- 
Treasury. It is not intended as any 
reflection on that accomplished gentle- 
man to say that he did not rise to 
the level of the occasion. To .quote that 
acute and happy critic, Col. Sellers, in 
his famous judgment. of the speech of the 
counsel opposing his own view of a case 
on trial: ‘**No grasp, gentlemen; no grasp of 
the subject.” By which we would not sug- 
gest that Mr. DeEPEW is not familiar with 
the history of his country and with the 
course of events on which it was proper for 
him to make comment, but only that in his 
mind these things do not present them- 
selves in the form inspiring adequate and 
imposing oratoricalexpression. In his own 
line, where the play of his limber fancy and 
the resources of his retentive memory for 
good things said can be made available, Mr. 
DEPEW is, a8 is well known, quite inimita- 
ble. Nor is the substance of what he has 
to say ordinarily as light as the manner. 
On the contrary, he has a very fortunate 
gift of enforcing serious truths by witti- 
cism. But he has not been blessed by nat- 
ure, and he has not acquired, the faculty 
for clothing high thoughts in noble lan- 
guage. 

We should say that the most remarkable 
address brought out by the centennial 
celebration was the sermon by Bishop 
PoTTEeR at St. Paul’s Church on Tuesday 
morning. This was the more eftective be- 
cause it was unexpected. No one had 
looked for anything beyond the usual 
utterance, sure, ‘from that source, to be 
appropriate and dignified. But it was one 
of the consequences of the matter of the 
Bishop’s address that its form was of 
singular elevation, of sober eloquence, and 
not without the beauty of style that pro- 
found feeling and the consciouness ef an 
extraordinary occasion inspire in a highly- 
trained and sympathetic mind. Nor was 
there absent from the sermon a touch of the 
impressiveness that arose from the presence 
before the speaker of men high in -station, 
to whom his werds of lofty warning aud 
eof searching rebuke might justly be ap- 
plied. This was more manifest in the ser- 
mon as uttered than in the printed report, 
to which, unluckily, mest of the public are 
confined for their impression of it. But it 
must be noted in any estimate of the ad- 
dress as oratory. The Bishop’s personal 
presence, moreover, lent its charm; his 
self-possession and - polish, approaching 
coldness, his perfect respect for and ad- 
herence to the traditional manner of his 
office, his musical voice, the measured and 
rounded movement of his sentences, brought

THE CIVIC PARADE. 


The fear that the civic parade would be 
an anti-climax is not justified by the expe- 
rience of those who witnessed it, and who 
were as deeply impressed by it as by the 
military parade ot the day before, though 
very differently. To use the language of 
the Constitution, the operation of which 
the whole display celebrated, the proces- 
sion of Tuesday was a representation of 
‘the States respectively,” and the proces- 
sien of Wednesday of “the people.” Upon 
the whole, the decision was wise which 
assigned a separate day to the civic parade, 
To have made the celebration exclu- 
sively military would have been to 
make it a most inadequate and un- 
worthy representation of the effect of the 
event it was designed to commemorate, 
while it would have been obviously im- 
practicable to unite both exhibitions. 
Such a union would have produced a pro- 
cession altogether unwieldy by reason of 
its dimensions. The spectators of Tuesday, 
even though they were not bound officially 
to review the procession, felt when the 
rear of it had passed them that they had 
done quite «s hard a day’s work as could 
be expected even of pleasure seekers. To 
expect the President to review or the spee- 
tators to regard another procession nearly 
as long added to it would have been asking 
altogether too much of human nature. 

While this decision was creditable to the 
committee, Gen. BUTTERFIELD is probably 
justified in declaring that for nothing else 
in the success of the civic parade is it en- 
titled to any credit. The features of the 
procession were the appearance and march- 
ing of the students in the city colleges and 
of the pupils in the public schools and the 
allegorical representations and the actual 
presentations of industries by the German 
societies. It is a familiar fact that the 
Germans are the best holiday makers in 
the world. At all events they are the best 
‘pageant makers, and we skall have to 
own that the Americans are about the 
worst. The instinct of picturesque and 
dramatic representation seems to be weaker 
in us than inany other people. An adult 
male American who consents to take part 
‘in a‘ tableau” cannot rid himself of the 
suspicion that he is making a ridiculous 
spectacle of kimself,.and this suspicion of 
course tends to its own verification. He 
generally takes his revenge upon fate by 
taking the spectators initio his confidence 
and disclosing the countenance of Bottom 
behind the leonine mask ito the entire de- 
struction, not only of illusion, but of inter- 
est. Our news columns contain an illustra- 
tion of this tendency in the behavior of the 
personators of ‘‘ Washington and his Gen- 
erals,” which is amusing or disgusting, as 
one happens to look at it, but which is un- 
doubtedly characteristic. 

The Germans, on the other hand, whether 
in their own country orin ours, enter inte 
the production of such spectaeles with 
great serieusness and heartiness, and pro- 
duce the best results. WAGNER’S operas 
whatever the surviving devotees of the 
Italian school maay think of them music- 
ally, have presented, when they have been

inspiration and on their own account, and 
the parade might have been unqualifiedly 
and throughout, instead of only in part, 
successful. 

This is net a small matter, and the belief 
of the ordinary American citizen that it is 
a small matter is at the reot of his failure 
in such things. He would admit that what 
is worth doing at all is worth doing well, 
especially in a department in which what- 
ever is not impressive straightway becomes 
ridiculous. Moreover, when we invite 
people from all over the country to see a 
show 1t behooves us to make the show worth 
secing.

ECHOES FROM APIA. 


Gallant Capt. Kanr, 1t seems, is to be 
made an Admiral in the ‘“‘Queen’s navee” 
because his good ship Calliope was not lost 
at Apia. We agree with all our hearts on 
general principles. But if his commission 
is to bear any reference to his seamanship 
during that awful Samoan hurricane we 
beg leave to move to amend to the effect 
that the unknown men who designed and 
built the boat and her engines be included 
in his honors. We bear Capt. KaNnE no 
grudge, but from sheer love of truth we are 
bound to set it down as fact that he only 
started to steam out of danger when it was 
impossible for him longer to remain in it 
without destruction. That he succeeded in 
getting away is not due to him or his crew, 
but to theexcellence of his engines. He did 
not slip his cables as an act of discretion, 
but he delayed starting until his ground 
tackle had parted, save one anchor. So he 
shouted as he passed the Jrenton. The 
truth should be. told, even at the expense of 
his promotion, in justice to the other Cap- 
tains there. They are all more er less preju- 
Cciced' by the magnifying of the success of 
Capt. Kanr, who simply commanded a bet- 
ter boat. 

Doubtless every American who read that 
story thrilled with pride at proof that, 
though ships and men were on that day 
mere playthings of a storm more fatal than 
some famous battles, still the spirit of every 
survivor rose superior to the fear of death 
and thefury of the elements. We have al- 
ready recorded our opinion that in naval 
annals there is nothing finer or more de- 
serving of immortal recognition than some 
scenes in which Americans were foremost 
actors. It is gratifying to add that the 
same view was taken in England as soon as 
the news reached there. As a sample of 
words which should cause our readers a 
blush of modest pleasure, and a thrill of 
honest patrietic pride, we quote briefly the 
Telegrapl’s editorial remarks upon the 
Trenton’s cheer to the Calliope: 

“Consider the scene and the matchless heroism 
and generosity of this Yankee crew. Almost 
sure of instant death themselves, they could 
see the Queen’s ship at her utmost steam press- 
ure fighting, fathom by fathom, her way to life 
and safety, could appreciate the gallantry of the 
effort, cheer the brave; handsome ship defying 
the hurricane, and, finally, seo her glide past, 
overcoming the roll of the sea and the savage’ 
wind with the generous pleasure of true mari- 
ners, glad of a smart aud daring deed. We do 
not Know in ‘all naval records any sound which 
wakes a finer music upon the ear than that 
cheer of the 7renion’s men. It was distressed 
manhood greeting triumphant manhood, the 
doomed saluting the saved; it was pluckier 
and more human than any cry ever raised 
upon the deck of a victorious line-of-battle 
ship; it never can be forgotten, and never 


must be fergotten, by Englishmen speaking of 
Americans. 


It is always most unpleasant to be a mar- 
sport. Still, in these days sacred to the 
immortal GEORGE, after having told the 
truth about Capt. KANE, we must alse tell 
the truth about the TZrenton’s cheer. It 
was not one of unalloyed joy and generosity 
at another’s good fortune. Wher the Calli- 
ope first breasted the hurricane there were 
awful moments in which it seemed an even 
thing. whether she.should save herself or 
drift back upon the Trenton and dash both 
to ruin. Admiral KIMBERLY’s report mere- 
ly notes a narrow escape from collision at 
that critical moment. It is the tell-tale 
private letter of a surviving subaltern 
which lends one trace of selfishness to a 
cheer etherwise almost superhuman in its 
gallant generosity. Doubtless the Trenton’s 
tars were glad the Calliepe was saved; but 
they were also glad the Calliope was no 
longer in danger of smashing them. After 
every abatement is made for the mixed 
motive glory enough remains. 


Even the humblest actors in this 
memorable scene rose to the level 
of the great occasion. The Samoans, 


in German: esteem, are about on a level 
with the Indians in the cruel category 
of the frontiersman, who holds that all good 
Indians are dead. It is on this ground that 
the Germans excuse their overthrow of 
Samoan Governments and seizure of Sa- 
moan lands, tenements, and hereditaments. 
Scarcely a month before the hurricane had 
occurred a battle between Germans ard 
Samoans more deadly than any upon our 
Western plains since CUSTER’s death or the 
fight upon the Rosebud... Yet the brave and 
skillful Samoan swimmers did not hesitate 
to plunge into waves which drowned mere 
than one of them to save not alone Ameri- 
cans and Englishmen, but Germans as well. 
Their deeds should not be forgotten at the 
Berlin conference by the Man of Iron and 
Blood. MALIETOA, it will be remembered, 
was elected King of Samoa, and was shortly 
afterward carried to the antipodes on a 
German war ship. The other day it was 
telegraphed from Berlin that MALIETOA 
“had apologized and might be liberated.” 
Not a word was said about putting him on 
his throne again, nor even about admitting 
a Samoan delegate to the Berlin conference. 
Thus far Germany has.,won only a tainted 
triumph.

LAST NIGHT'S CELEBRATION BY THA 
NATIONAL PROVIDENT UNION. 

The National Provident Union, a frater- 
mal order and patriotic erganization, whose 
motto is “Our Homes and Our Country,” cele- 
brated last night, at the Metropolitan Opera 
House, the Washington inauguration, as well 
as the birth of the second century of the Con- 
stitutional Government of the United States. 
There.was a good-sized audience present, who, 
besides listening to some excellent music, heard 


- egague speech by Senater Daniel of Vir- 
ginia. 

The decorations which made bright the ball 
and banquet on the preceding evening had not 
been removed, so that the audience had the 
full benefit of them. 

The platform seats were filled with members 
of the union and their guests when Cappa’s 
Band began an overture. Some of them were 
E. O. Bragdon, President of the association; 
Mayor W. H. De Hart, Senator Paddock of Ne- 
Dbraska, Capt. C.D. Dillingham of Hartford, 
Joseph B. Gilder, Col. R. A. Clirhugh, Major 
John Weber of Baitimore, H. R. Bisbop, J. D. 
Warren, Dr. J. C. Lesher, Samnel V. Owen, John

Commander in Chief Wiliam Warner of the 
Grand Army of the Republic was introduced as 
the presiding officer. Senator Daniel, as the 
orator of the evening, was warmly received. 
He said it was his pleasure to bring to New- 
York the full and healthful reciproeity of the 
old Commonwealth of Virginia, which had 
sent forth Washington as her son and 
received him back as the father of his 
country. Nothing true could be _ said 
of Washington which would not bear repetiticn. 
The first President was not so much a theorist 
as those around him. Madison and John Jay 
had studied theories more than Washington, 
but when they bad finished their discussions he 
led them to adopt that which was the best 
possible, as the future proved. He was prac- 
tical, and, at the same time, a student, but he 
read men and nature more than books. Tuere 
was little persenal magnetism about Washireg- 
ton. He loved his comrades, but despised a 
demagogue. He worshiped God and died in 
peace, 

Senator Daniel spoke at length of the early 
days when the Constitution was being formed 
and of the spirit and thought of the period. 
Referring to the complaint that the Constitu- 
tion sheuld have been so framed as to cover 
any such pessibilities as led to the civil war. he 
said the Constitution could ne more be blamed 
forthe war than the Commandments blamed 
for police annals and records. He paid a glow- 
ing tribute to New-York, which, he said, was to 
America what America was to the world, 

The musical entartainment consisted of sing- 
ing by Miss Emily Winant, Mra. Gerrit Smith, 
and Francis Fischer Powers, selections by Cap- 

a’s Band and ehamber music by the New-York 

hilharmonic Club. Miss Gertrude L. Wood re- 
cited “‘ The American Flag.”

THE SAMOAN CONFERE? C2. 
BERLIN, May 1.—It is stated that the libera- 
tion of Malietoa, the deposed King ef Samoa, 
has been voluntarily announced to the Samoan 
Conference. Itis supposed that this action on 


the part of Germany is the prelude to the re- 
instatement of Malhetoa : 

A sub-committee of the Samoan Conference, 
consisting of Delegates Krane!, Bates, and 
Scott, has prepared a report on the land ques- 
tion in Samoa. 

It is stated thata sub-committee of the Sa-

WiTH SOUTHERN COUNTRIES. 
BANQUET AT WHICH SECRETARY NOBLE 

TOLD OF THE ADMINISTRATION’S 
FEELING "OVARD TIE PROJECT. 
The Stars and stripes last night were en- 
twined with the c lors of the Spanish flag 01 
the walls of the great banquet ball at the Hotel 
Brunswick, It was ih; occasion of the first 
banquet of the Spanisi-A‘nerican Comme cial 
Union, an organization recently formed to p" - 
mote trade between the United States and ths 
South and-Central American countrie:, and the 
room was crowded with gentlemen of Amer- 
ican and Spanish linéage, who were enthusi- 
astic in their applause of all mention of both 
nations, Over three hundred of them were 
seated in the banquet hall itself, and many 
who were unable to find seats in that apari- 
ment were provided for in the ante-roems. 
Among those seated atthe various tables were 
Cc. M.. Cabalios, President of the associatien; 
Secretary of the Interior John W.' Noble, Col. 
William M. Strong, J. & T. Stranahan, Warner 
Miller, A. K. Thurber, W. E. Curtis, Thomas J. 
Jarvis, John W. Foster, Stephen Preston, Hay- 
tian Minister to the United States Horatio Guz- 
man, Fernandez Concha of Chili, Cornelius N.

I have already 
indicated to a company of gentlemen who recently 
met in your city my interest1n and sympathy with 
the objects tor which the Spanish-American Com- 
mercial Union is formed, and regret that it will not 
be in my power to accept your kind invitation.” 

Vice President Morton also wrote a letter, in 
which he said: 

“I am heartily in sympathy with the proposed 
movement to promote aud develope our commercial 
and friendly relations with Spanish America, Bra- 
zil, and the West iudia and Philippine Islands, and 
will wateh your efforts in that direction with a 
great deal of interest. ‘The countries comprised with. | 
in the object you have in view present vast opper- 
tunities for the extension ef our export trade, and [ 
jee] sure that the assistance afforded to our mer- 
chapts by your efforts, seconded by true American 
eaterprise, will do much to attain that very dewsir- 
able resuit.”’ 

Other letters were read from Sefior Romero, 
Mexican Minister to the United States; Chiet 
Justice Fuller, Postmaster General Wana- 
maker, Who remarked that he hoped tu be able 
to assist in the good work the association had 
in hand, and Secretary of Treasury Windom. 
Col. Elliott F. Shepard wrote along letter, one 
passage in which created undisguised merri- 
ment. Itis appended solely as an example ef 
e.uitorial idiocy: 

* Perhaps you will kindly allow me to say in this 
conection that I think one of the greatest and 
highest objects which your union might justly pro- 
pose for itself would be the adoption of the Amer- 
loan lauguage for all commercial purposes and in- 
tercourse with South America, Mexico, Central 
Alerica, the West Indies, and the Philippine 
Isiands. The barrier of misunderstanding or non- 
comprehending once thrown down, the trade be- 
tween other parts of the Western Hemisphere and 
ourown beloved and glorious country would in- 
crease most rapidly, securing the introduction of 
our capital, and, what is much better, the introduc. 
tion of our own spirit of financial enterprise in 
those countries. 

* The press of the United States would then cir- 
culate freely among ali those populations and would 
tend to unify the sentiments, the commercial 
privileges, and the financial operations of the whole 
continent. If the American press .could thus have 
new fields opened to its influences, you might ex- 
pect to see 4 very great improvement and elevation 
of tone in the press itself, for, being no longer so 
largely, as at present, confined to the exciting de- 
tails of ctimes, it could present the struggle and 
progress of all peoples upon the Western Hemis- 
phere toward re nationality at home and a 
common brotherhood with our Republic, whic’ 
would be still more exciting, and more beneficial tu 
all its readers.” 3 

Secretary of State Blaine was to have re- 
sponded to tho first toast, ‘‘ The United States,” 
but he was detained by sickness, and in his 
stead Mr. Hughes introduced ‘‘a noble man to 
respond te sueh a noble toast,” the Hon. John 
W. Noble. The Secretary of the Interier was 
greeted with great applause, and 1t was some 
moments before he could begin his address. 

Mr. Noble first paid a tribute to the genius 
and greatness of Mr. Blaine, which did not pro- 
voke,much applanse, and then talked ofthe ambi- 
tion of the United Stutes to extend her commer- 
cial relations with the Spanish-speaking people 
who live in the Gountries south of her. The 
present Administration, he said, was heartily in 
uccord with the objects proposed by the Spanish- 
American Commercial Union and would lend it 
every assistance inits power. The establish- 
ment of rapid, reliabie, and prompt steamship 
lines to Spanish-American countries should be 
encouraged. 

**OCommerce,” he said, “ bétween the United 
States and these yet undeveloped counjries de- 
imands reliable and safe means of communica- 
tiun, and until sueh communication is estab- 
lished commerce between the countries is im- 
possible. And this establishment of honest 
commercial relations between the United States 
and these countries which he to the south of us 
lust not be affected by arms, but by the exer- 
cise of the intellect, honesty, and truthfulness 
of Americun dealers and manufacturers, This 
traae which is to be established is the theme of 
the bour.” 

Mr. Nobie then talked of the immensity of 
territory comprised in the South American 
ceuutries and of the benefits to be derived by 
American industries should a successful trade 
be established with them. He spoke of the 
character of the people themselves and said 
that their demand was that they should be 
treated as equais by Americans and not as a 
class who might be imposed upon with impu- 
nity. 

The Government means and will back its de- 
termination,” he concluded, “to promote this 
trade. The American flag should be known and 
respected in ail South American ports. In these 
centennial days itis high time that the Stars 
and Stripes should be + carried everywhere 
through these Southern seas, and that its ap- 
pearance should be greeted with that respect 
which the Nation should demand. The estab- 
lishment of commercial relations between the 
United States and the countries we have 
named would be of immense benefit to our- 
seives and to our friends in the aouthern lat- 
tudes,” 

Secretary Noble’s address was greeted with 
much applause, and Mr. Hugnes then intro- 
duced Mr. F. G. Pierra, Secretary of the associ- 
ation, who thus stated the objects of the union: 

First of all, the positive and absolute exclu- 
sien of politics, whether national or foreign, is 
@ tundamental principle of our organization. 
We are simply and exclusively a bedy of busi- 
ness Men who have united for business pur- 
poses, It is our aim to bring together ow mer- 
chauts and manufacturers, put them into more 
intimate contact for mutual counsel and advice 
ion order that they may work in unison for the 
furtherance of their respective interests. 

“Our union, therefore, will heartily advo- 
cate every measure which may conduée to the 
establishment of such means of communication 
as are needed, as well as every measure which 
inay tend to promote and develop our indus- 
tries and our foreign trade and commerce in 
America. Ameng these measures we deem as 
of the highest imporiance also the estabiish- 
ment of special banking institutions, sueh as 
exist in the great commercial centres of Eu- 
rope, and ef which we are 60 very much in need. 

“The work in which we are engaged, while 
tending directly te the advancement of our 
material interests, we believe, nevertheless, to 
be a commendable and wortby one in many 
other respects and deserving the support ana 
encouragement of all who have at beart the 
prosperity and well-being of eur people. We 
appeal especially to thedirectors of that mighty 
engine of modern civilization, the public press, 
whose advice we shall at all times need, and to 
WaO0se Bssistlance we owe so muchof the suc- 
ceas heretofore achieved.” 

Warner Muiler then responded to the toast, 
‘fue Union of the Atlaniic and Pacific,” and 
spoke briefly of the advantages to be derived 
jrom the Nicaragua Canal. Other addresses 
were made by Juhn W. Foster, Minister Pres- 
ton, W. E. Curtis, Thomas J. Jarvis, American 
Minister to Brazil,.and Sefor Concha.

The Virginians, an organization whose ex- 
istence has thus far been exceedingly short, but 
whose future is pounded by magnificent possl- 
bilities, gave a dinner last night in the dining 
room of the Lawyers’ Club, Café Savarin, to 
the Commissioners sent to this city by the State 
of Virginia to represent that Commonwealth 
at the centennial celebration.

THE INFLUX OF STRANGERS, 





OVER 1,250,000 PERSONS BROUGHT IN 
DURING THE CELEBRATION. 

It will be some.faw days before the vari-. 
ous transportation companies will be able to 
provide exact figures showing the number of 
Strangers brought by them. to this city to. en- 
joy the centennial festivities. The only tangible 
evidence for statistical purposes of the arrival 
of a visitor is the ticket which was taken from 
htm by the conductor or dropped by the visitor 
in a box, and as the tickets in the present 
emergency are of enormous number the werk 
of the auditors’ departments in ‘the various 
transportation companies, in counting them 
will be very arduous. In the course of afew 
days, however, the work will be completed, 
and as each of the companies did a business of 
which it is particularly proud, there is no 
reason to doubt that they will be ready to re- 
veal the number of passengers which they 
brought to this city, and thus make possible a 
showing which probably has never been sur- 
passed as a three days’ record of travel, with 
one of the days far beyond everything of tho 
kind on record before. 

In the meantime the estimates made by of- 
ficials of the various companies may be consid- 
ered as close enough to be interesting. The 
following figures were obtained at the offices of 
the various companies mentioned, and while 
the officials who supplied them were not ‘villing 
to guarantee them as absolutely accurate, they 

ave them In good faith as the result of their 

onest opinion, based upon the best data at 
hand, that of the actual count of the tickets, 
The object having been to give aclusely approx- 
imate ides of the number of strangers brought 
to this city by the centennial celebration, an 
estimate had to be made in the case of 
the trattic done by the Brooklyn Bridge and 
the ferry companies ‘bringing people from the 
cities on the other sides of the rivers for the 
Treason that a large proportion of these people 
were “ repeaters,” coming over to this city and 
returning to their homes wn each of the centen- 
nial days. In order to strike a fair uverace of 
these the total tizures’*supplied by such com- 
panies were cut down one-half. This is thé case 
of the Brooklyn Bridge. The estimated total of 
passengers for the three days was’ 610,000, and 
applying the rule mentioned in this case 
_the figure 305,000 was placed in the column. 
The total of over a million and a quarter is a 
grand showing, and when the actual returns 
éeme in the estimate will be found to be not far 
out of the way.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn, May 1.—The North West- 
ern Miller to-day says: 


*“ There was a slight gain in the flour output 
last week. Fifteen milla were operated, but only 
eight ran full time, the reat getting in two to four 
days. The aggregate output was 102,930 barrels, 
averaging 17,155 barrels daily, against. 100,750 bar- 
Tels the week before, and 181,800 barrels for the 
correspouding time in 1888. The present week 
will be a short one for milling operations, 

‘* The centennial holiday yesterday was generally 
observed on the platform, only one mill running 
during the day. This cut off about 15,000 barrels 
atone fell sweep. Then the mills in operation are 
less in number than aweek ago, Three droppea 
out of the active list Saturday night, doing away 
with nearly 4,000 barrels more daily. Another 
making 1,600 barrels is likely to stop within a day 
or two, 

‘From present indications the week’s production 
will not exceed 75,000 barrels. The water power is 
all that could be desired, more or less running to 
waste over the flush-boards. The Lake Superior 
lines could not withstand the heavy diversion of 
flour going on through the use of transit since they 
entered into the deal to ailvance rates recently, and 
to-day Teduced rates 24, cents per hundred, to the 
old basis. 

“The Burlington and Northern has followed 
closely with similar action, and all the Chicago 
roads will be compelled to do the samething. The 
flour market offers no very encouraging features, 
being characterized as quiet, but.firm. Some firms 
report ashade better feeling, but buyers seem to 
generally lack confidence and show little disposi- 
tion to take hold. Quite liberal bakers’ orders have 
been accepted from abroad, but the prices are 
claimed to have been not the highest. 

‘Considerable flour continues to be exported on 
consignment, and to this may be attributed in a 
measure the large figures of last week. The direct 
exports forthe week ending April 27 were 61.300 
barrois, against 43,300 barrels for the preceding 
week. Quotations, London C. I. F. 280 pounds are: 
Patents, 338. 6d. to 37s,; bakers’, 24s. to 25a..6d., low 
grades, 12s. 6d. to 16s.

COMPLAINTS | DISMISSED. 
WASHINGTON, May 1.—The Inter-State Com- 
meree Commission to-day heard the cases of P.

oranges in Citra, Fla., and charge here that the 
rates exacted by these companies for the haul 
from Citra to Gainesville and from Citra to Cal- 
lahan, all points in Florida, are unreasonable 
and unjust and contrary to the rates established 
by the Florida State Railway Comuulssion. 

During the progress of the testimony it was 
developed that the unjust charges complained 
of were terminated by the companies early in 
January of the present year. Mr. John A. Hen- 
derson, representing the Fiorida Railway and 
Navigation Company, then announced that the 
sale of the company he represented had to-day 
been consummated, and that the new company 
would be known by the name of the Flurida 
Centraiand Peninsula Company. It was also 
developed that the complainants had made 
petition tothe court for relief and a refund of 
the exorbitant charges made. 

With this information the gommissions re- 
tired for consultation. After consuming about 
fifteen minutes discussing the matter the com- 
mission returned, and Chairman Cooley an- 
nouneed that in consideration of the fact that 
the remedy sought for as regards the rates had 
already been obtainea by the cessation of the 
exaction of unjust rates by the railroad eompa- 
nies and that the question remaining—that of 
refunding the duties illegally collected—had 
been taken to the courts, the commission did 
not desire to hear the matter further. The 
complaints were therefore dismissed.

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WAYS OF LIFE IN MOROCCO 


AN OLD MAN'S WEDDING AND 
ODD FEATURES OF IT. 

THE BRIDE IN A CANE LITTER OW A 
HORSE’S BACK—TALK OF THE FUT- 
URE OF AFRICA AT THE AMERICAN 
CONSULATE. 

Road TO Fez, Morocoo, March 2.—My 
last letter ended with the description of a 
Moorish prison, which may very fitly usher 
in the description of a Moorish wedding. 
In this case the happy bridegroom (who, 
having been married about forty times 
already, ought to be pretty well used to it 
by this time) was a nice old gentleman 
called the Schereef of Wazan, who, being 
fat as a pig, stupid as an ox, and bigoted as 
an Arab, naturally has a very high char- 
acter for holiness among his fellow-Mo- 
hammedans, and is as much reverenced as 
the laziest and dirtiest saint of the Middle 
Ages. [t will be remembered that he at- 
tracted some attention from the outer world 
a few years ago by marrying among other 
ladies an English geverness from Tangier, 
a match that has not turned out quite so 
well as it might havedone. His last ex- 
ploit, however, was to land three or feur 
days since at one of the northern ports of 
Morocco so drunk that he had to be carried 
ashore by two mea, who, judging from his 
size, must have felt themselves burdened 
with a very heavy responsibility, but it 
would seem that this little escapade has not 
impaired one whit his reputation for sanc- 
tity in the eyes of his admiring countrymen. 

The first notice of the existence of Mrs. 
Schereef No. 41 was conveyed to us early 
on the morning after her august husband’s 
arrival, by a mingled din of drums ‘ mus- 
ketry, and discordant shouts, as if the 
battle of Alcazar were being fought over 
again just under eur windows.* Running 
oat to see what was the matter, I fourd a 
long procession of: Moors filing down the 
hill toward the city gate in all the barbaric 
picturesqdeness of their national costume, 
and was told that these were the inhabitants 
of the village to which the young lady be- 
longed on their way to the town with the 
bridal gifts which native etiquette com- 
pelled them te offer. My informant added 
that this joyful occasion would simply ruin 
the village outright, and when I learned 
that the average earnings of an ordinary 
.Morocco peasant rarely exceed $6 per 
month, and that $7 would be the smallest 
sum which each of these villagers could in 
conscience expend upon a present intended 
for so important a, personage as the Sche- 
reef’s bride, I began to understand the how 
and the why. It then occurred to me that 
here was an entirely new mode of wreaking 
vengeance upon a personal enemy—viz., to 
marry one of your foeman’s daughters, and 
*‘bust him up” with the expenses of the 
wedding. 

Somewhat later on in the day I was re- 
turning from a big tramp across country in 
the direction of Tetuan, when a distant 
sound of firing attracted my attention, and 
l saw a cloud of bluish-white smoke curling 
up over the dark green belt of palm trees 
that fringed the outskirts of the town. In 
a country like Morecco, the most obvious 
way of accounting for these phenomena was 
to suppose that the true believers ef the 
district were celebrating the Sohereef’s 
wedding duy by doing a little friendly 
murdering among themselves, or perhaps by 
an orthodox massacre of any ‘Christian 
dogs” who might happen to be within 
reach. So quickened my _ pace 
as well as the ankle-deep dust would 
let me, in order to ascertain as speedily as 
possible which of the two it might be. An- 
other ten minutes’ smart walking (or rath- 
er wading)—during which the noise of the 
firing grew sharper and louder—brought 
me up to the crest of a low sandy ridge 
overlooking. the broad dusty flats beyond 
the town. Just as I reached it the noise 
changed froin the spattering crackle of a 
skirmishing fire to the crash of regular vol- 
leying, while the afternoon breeze brought 
to my earsa wild sound of barbaric East- 
ern music. I looked down toward the plain 
from the curving summitof the ridge, and 
this is what I saw: 4 

All along the base of the slope on which I 
stood were clustered like bees a swarm of 
motley tigures—black-coated Englishmen, 
red-sashed Spaniards, white-cloaked Arabs, 
Moorish peasants with the hoods of their 
coarse gray cleaks drawn over their heads; 
sallow, black-haired, keen-eyed Jews, bare- 
limbed,thick-lipped negroes from the desert, 
and native women with their faces clesely 
inufiied in the folds of their greasy white 
blankets. (I may notice in passing that the 
only outward difference to be observed be- 
tween the sexes in this country 1s that the 
men show their faces and that the women 
do not—a very merciful arrangement on the 
part of the latter, considering how 
hideously uglv are the few whom 
I have happened to see.) In front of 
this living hedge of spectators a 
band of swarthy, black-cyed, sinewy Moor- 
ish horsemen in snow-white mantles and 
scarlet Fez caps were careering over the 
plain at full speed, wheeling and turning 
with the quickness of thought, firing and 
reloading their long guns ag they galloped 
ep, and making the air rifig with their 
yells, while their flashing eves and wild 
faces, their brandished weapons, streaming 
white cloaks, and tierce energy of gesture, 
seen fitfully through clouds of billowy 
smoke, formed a picture worthy of Meisson- 
nier himself, 

It was indeed a genuine tournament of 
the desert, such as I had seen many a time 
on the burning plains of Palestine and the 
dreary steppes of Central Asia; but one of 
the bystanders informed me that these men 
were really soldiers belonging to the garri- 
son of the town, and that the whole thing 
was merely a kind of sham fight got up in 
honor of the Schereet’s wedding. The bestiof 
the fun, however, was still to come, for now 
the volley firing, whichI hed already heard, 
broke out again louder then ever a little 
way ahead, mingled with a din of wild mu- 
sic, in which the deep, hollow booming of 
native drums contended with a shrill, pip- 
ing sound not unlike the note of a bagpipe. 
Following the sound i came suddenly upon 
another part of the pageant fully as strik- 
ing in its way as that which I had already 
seen, 

In the centre of the open space that ex- 
tended along the foot of the sand ridge 
stood a@ large and powerful brown horse, 
richly caparisoned and bearing on its back 
an light cane litter shielded from prying 
eyes by striped curtains, which I nmghtly 
guessed to contain the worthy Schereef’s 
new bride. Another equally fine horse, gay 
with erimson trappings and embroidered 
saddle cloths, was being led slowly up and 
down beside it, and I was told that this 
second charger belonged to the Sohereef 
himself, who had probably sent it to act as 
his depnty during the ceremonies—a very 
wise proceeding on his part, for it had quite 
asiunch sense as its master and consider- 
ably more breeding. 

Around the lady and the horse—evidently 
the Schereet’s two pet animals, although it 
would perhaps be impolitic to ask which of 
the two he prized the most—a number of 
Moerish warriors isachcapped and white- 
cloaked like these which I had already 
see, but on foot instead of on horseback) 
were circling ina kind of barbaric dance, 
throwing up their long guns into the air 
and catching them as they feil, or bho 
them round their heads as if to strike eac 
other down with the butt end, and then 
suddenly bringing their pieces to their 
shoulders and tiring a few dropping shets, 
saceeeded by the crash of'a full volley from 
the whole band at once, It was certainly a 
striking spevtacle, and might havo inspired 
Pref. Max Millleror Dr, Darwin with ‘an 
entire volume upon “The Survival of the 
Tradition of Marriage by Capture.” But 
what with the din, the smoks, and the 
stifling reek of burned powder, it strack 
me that the poor young lady in whoge honor 
all this execrable uoise-was mado must be 
enjoying as bad « headache behisd ber cur- 
tuina a6 ber pious lord and master was wont 
to have after be had been moro than usually 
drank. 

in the evming I went to dine at the 
American consulate, whero I had alread 
een received by Mr. Lewis and his wife 
with @ true American welcome. It was 
pleasant to see the “old gridiron” in the 
inidat of this remote and barbarons region, 
although the heuse to which it was at- 
inched was eo hidden away up a nar- 
rom, ginomy by-siroet that i Daitpe 
would have said; it acemed te have ram 
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there in its childhood while pla 
hide-and-seek with other heuses an 
to have found its ay ontagain. But, not- 
withstanding our barbarous surroundings, 
we were as merry & party of three as were 
assembled anywhere in North Africa that 
evening, and I only regretted that the four 
little American citizens who were fa: 
aan up stairs had not been awake to join 
us, although the eweet little unconscious 
faces made a picture whieh it would have 
been a downright sin to disturb. 

What with the Oriental equipment of 
the rooms and the dark faeesand Eastern 
dreas of our attendants, I could have imag-

entered and said'a few words to the Consul. 
““ Here’s a Morocce Jew come to see me,” 
said the latter, turning to me, ‘* whose his- 


tory I must te. — before he comes in, for 


it’s well worth hearing, During our civil 
war some Cenfederate officers Fine brought 
in here ag prisoners and lodged in the con- 
sulate till they could be sent across to the 
other side. e English envoy objected to 
this and appealed to the Moorish authorities 
about it, and the end of it was that the 
rican Consul found himself blockaded in 

his own house, and in just as bad a fix as his 
Confederate prisoners. So, then, this Jew, 
Isaac Benseken, (he was enly a boy at the 
time, but he had the pluck of half a 
dozen men,) scrambled up on to the 
flat roof and slipped away over the 
houses in the dark, and so made his wa 
down to the harbor. Then in he plunged, 
and swam out to a Federal gunboat that 
was lying at anchor in the ofting—a thing 
which very few men would haye cared to 
try, Lcan tell you—and reported what was 
going on ashore. It wasn’t long, as Jn 
may think, before the gunboat landed a 
party of marines and broke the blockade 
of the consulate, and toek the prisoners on 
board.

**Now I think of it,” said I, “I should 
like to ask you, Mr, Perdicaris, as a man 
who knows mere than most people about 
what is going on here just now, what you 
suppose will be the upshot of these present 
movements along the Barbary coast, where 
the ‘scramble for Africa’ seems likely to 
become as brisk before long as itis every- 
where else. Italy will take Tripoli, of 
course, and I should say (judging from what 
Isaw when I was there last month) that 
she will havea pretty easy job of it. But 
what is to be done with Morecco? Will it 
tall to Spain or to France, or be cut up be 
tween the pair of them ?” 

“Well,” he answered, “ by the private ad- 
vices that I have just received trom Berlin 
and elsewhere, (I must not name my inform- 
ants, but they are persons whose authority 
ne one car questien,) [ should say that the 
programme as it now stands is very much 
as follows: Germany will keep dangling be- 
tore the eyes of Spain a general agreement 
to be obtained from the European powers 
recognizing a Spanish protectorate over the 
whole of Morocco the moment the present 
Sultan isdead. Then Spain, in acknowledg- 
ment of Germany’shelp in bringing this 
about, will cede to the German Enipire the 
whole eastern seaboard of Morocco from 
Ceuta to the frontier of Alernin, including 
the Spanish settlements of Pefion, Al- 
Khuzemas, and Melilla. Lastly, England— 
to whose position at Gibraltar a Spanish 
occupation of Morocco wonuid be a standing 
menace without some substantial guaran- 
tee—will receive that guarantee in the pos- 
session of this port of Tangier and that of 
Mogador on the west coast.” 

‘It would jcertainly be rather curious,” 
said 1, “if England, after giving up Tan- 
gier two centuries ago as not worth keeping, 
should find it handed back to her now asa 
pane of special value, But what will 

‘rance say to allthis? She has always 
been bitterly jealous, as you know, of 
Spanish influence in Morocco, and if I recol- 
lect right, it wasin a great measure owing 
to the threatening attitude of France in 
1859 that Tetuan was given back to the 
Moors after its capture by the Spaniards, 
It’s my belief that the first flutter of the 
Spanish flag over this coast would be the 
signal fora French army to come pouring 
across the Algerian border into Morocco to 
demand an explanation of the proceeding.” 

*Very likely! In fact, there can be no 
doubt that France, if let alone, would like 
nothing better than to annex Morocco her- 
self and so complete the line of her North 
African possessions from ‘Tunis to tho At- 
lantic. But she could hardly make head 
single-handed against a triple alliance of 
Germany, Italy, and Spain, and that’s what 
Germany would do her utmost to bring 
about. But let us suppose England under a 
Liberal instead ef a Conservative Govern- 
ment, and then another possibility arises, 
which I myself think quite as likely as the 
other, viz., that the belligerent tone of the 
young Emperor William and the re- 
cent manifestations of open hostility 
toward England on the part of tbe 
German Government might result in the 
formation of an alliance between France. 

ngland, and Russia for the purpose of 

eeping Germany in check. Then France 
would offer to England the same terms as 
Spain, i.¢., the possession of ‘Tangier and 
Mogador conditionally upon her own an- 
nexation of Morocco, In my‘ opinion not 
merely the Moorish population, but the 
Spanish emigrants likewise, would be far 
better oft under France than under Spain. 
Unprogressive Spain would let the country 
lie fallow, whereas France will develop its 
mogeieeees resources to the utmost. Al- 
ready the French are planning a railway 
from Oran through Southwestern Algeria 
to the Moroccan town of Saffro, which 
would tap the caravan route through the 
desert trom Timbucteo, and thus discount 
in advance any Italian occupation of 
Tripoli, the present terminus of the Central 
African caravans.” 

“Yes,” chimed in Mr. Lewis, “I expect 
we shall see some rather curious shesare 
whenever the present Sultan dies, and [ 
don’t think we shall have to wait very long 
for that, He’s past 45 (which is old for an 
Oriental) and he’s got an internal com- 
pamee which must carry him off before.

ANNUAL MBSTING OF THES MASSACHU- 
SETTS LEAGUE WHAT IT HAS DONE. | 
From the Boston Herald, May 1. 

The third monthly dinner and the an- 
nual meeting of the Massachusetts Tariff Re- 
torm League were held last night at the Thorn- 
dike Hotel. President Henry I. Plerce occu- 
pied the ehair, and about eighty persons were 
present. The Bacretary’s report, submitted by 
Mr, E. W. Judd, contained the following pas- 


8 : “Our Dusiness is primer to create 
and mold public opinion. © will leave to 
our opponents ap 8 to orance and preju- 
dice, The Massachusetts Tariff Reform Lea 
has no gts in this corruption of polities. Its 
alm ig to convince men through their under- 
etandal g the pass months, ac- 
cordingly, continuous efforts have been made 
by the Executive Committee, directly or in- 
rectly, to reach the voters of Massach atte b 
means of both public meetings ang nents 
tracts, pamphlets, and newspapers. Of the two 
methods oral addresses scem, on the whole, 
the more effective. We sent out between Jan. 
1 and Noy. 1 last year approximately 750,000 
decuments. This total includes about 100.000 
bought of the Young Men’s Democratic Club, a 
conaiderable quantit given us by various 
parties, some 50,000 Congressional speeches 
bought of the printers in Veshingiom, smaller 
purchasés of the Reform Club of New-York and 
elsewhere, and thé remainder printed on our 
own secount, 

“Documents were sent to individual appli- 
cants in ali parts of the country, and several 
thousand copies were bought at various times 
by the reform clubs of New-York, Connecticut, 
and Rhode Island, the Cleveland Free Trade 
Club, and the I!linois Tariff Reform League, as 
wellassmaller quantities by imdividuals and 
committees in Maine, Vermont, New-York, and 
Indiana. Most of the supply, however, was 
distributed in Massachusetts. Correspondents 
have been secured in every city and 180 towns. 
With the steady enlargement of our member- 





| ship during the coming year, the effective and 


economical distribution of printed matter 
ought, apparently, to be much easierin the 
next campaign than it wasin the last. Weare 
fertunate in having the cordial support of the 
most .widely-circulated and influential news- 
pooees of the State. Many weekly journals are 
with us, and many more, if not active for us, 
at least are not against us, Our list of speakers 
includes forty-three names, and there are others 
whose services ean be had. 

“At least twelve local tariff reform clubs, 
formally organized and more or less active, are 
in existence. There may be others not yet re- 
portea to headquarters. The tweive referred to 
are at Brockton, Rockland, Quincy, Cambridge, 
Malden, Everet:, Wobarn, Newton, Concord, 
Worcester, Fitehburg, and Northampton. 

“Having thus reviewed the last sixteen 
months, let us now look ahead. We want money 
and we want men. The Executive Committee 
have done what they could with the means at 
their command, but less than they might have 
done with mere means. Additions to our mem- 
bership would help our treasury materially. On 
election day we bad 690 members. The number 
is now about the same, last year’s members 
having paid up again very generally, while new 
ones have taken the places of those who have 
dropped out, Each member pays $1.a year. 
We ought to have ten times as Many names on 
the ro}l and ten times as great receipts into the 
treasury from dues. Tariff reform is coming at 
no distant day, whether with or without our 
help, Our grand oppertunity is to hasten the 
time under cenditions which, thanks in great 
Imeasure to ex-President Cleveland, are more 
favorable than have been seen before for a gen- 
eration.” 

The Hon. John M, Forbes, who was warmly 
received, delivered an address on the decline of 
the shipbuilding trade under an oppressive tar- 
iff. “At one time,” he sald, ‘our citizens 
would not trust themselves im anything but an 
American ship, and thirty years ago there was 
no such thing as an Eaglish shipsailing be- 
tween New-York and Boston. Oar fatal illusien 
regarding the tariff was hung around our neck 
like a millstone, I have long been a shipbuilder 
and oie owner. I once appealei to the Secre- 
tary .of State for concessions to the shipbuilding 
trade, telling him that under the wo tar- 
iff [could build ships 25 percent. cheaper on 
the Clyde than in Aimerica. ‘Oh,’ he replied, ‘a 
4 ggilgg Citizen like you can afford to lose 

5 per cent, for the sake of your coun- 
try.” [Greats laughter.}] Of our shipping 
industry we can truly say, ‘protected te death.’ 
Bounties and subsidies have been tried and 
have failed. I am sure that competition and 
free trade in ships and shipbuilding materials 
will in time not only restore our flag to the sea, 
giving the foreign trade that always follows 
the flag, but also restore activity to eur ship- 
building yards.” [Loud applause. ]

YOUNG SEA OAPTAINS IN 1HE OLD DAYS, 
From the Boston Post, april 30. 

By his service in rescuing the passengers 
and crew of the Danmark, Capt. Murrell did no 
more than his duty, but he performed this with 
an alertness, presence of mind, and energy 
whith deserve honorable mention. In fact, his 
meritorious conduct has recalled the olden 
times and brought forward from the buried 
past many a story of our old sea Captains, who 
both made and lost fortunes in their perilous 
avocations, and some of whom, as Higginson 
tells us, ‘at twenty were shipmasters, at fitty, 
stranded bulks.” Capt, Richard Oleveland left 
Salem at twenty-three with $2,000 invest- 
ed, and, after twice circumpavigating the 
globe, returned at thirty with a snug lit- 
tle fortune of $70,000, and Capt. Jomathan 
Haraden of Gloucester about the year 1780 ac- 
complished gallant feats at sea in capturing 
British prizes. He took more than a thousand 
guns from the British during the great Revolu- 
tion. Most of the recired wealthy merchants of 
salem were once sea Captains—some beginning 
duty at sea at an early axe. Fopexample, it is 
stated that Nathaniel Silspee, the eldest son of 
a sea Captain, went to sea as Captain’s clork at 
fourteen, his brother William did the same at 
fifteen, and his brother Zachariah at sixteen. 
All of these were iu command of vessels before 
they weretwenty. Stephen Higginson (after- 
ward member of the Continental Congress) 
commanded one of his father’s ships at twenty- 
one. George Cabet (afterward First Secretary 
of the Navy) went to sea at sixteen as 
cabin boy. [hey had the world ali before 
them, and introdueed into American markets 
many new articles of domestic use and con- 
sumption invaluable to us and them—to us as 
edible luxuries and to them as meansof ac- 
cumulating wealth, The qualities of courageous 
mauhood were constantly evineed by those 
young séa kings, for they not only had to 
breast winds and waves but to encounter inso- 
lence from foreign ofiicials and indignities from 
warring Dations with uo ether ship within 500 
ruiles of them carrying their own flag. Threat- 
ened with condemnation, too, was their vessel 
if found to contain any article grown or Mant- 
factured in Great Britain or any of ita colonies.

‘Way that no visitors were allowed on boar 

Among the militiamen who visited the navy 
yard the New-Englanders particularly wanted. 
Ww see the Boston, while the Southern visitors 
were found the thickest on board the Atlanta. 
She marines and sailers readily fraternized 
with the oitizen soldiery, and at noon mess 
many of the National Guardsmen could be seen 
scattered about the tables taking 
pooir entertainers. The oflicers of all the ships 

ar? very courteous to the visitors and showed 
the utmost good nature in answering all kinds 
of questiens. 

Next to the completed vessels the double-tur- 
retea monitors Terror and Miantonomoh came 
fn for a large share of attention from the visit- 
prs, while everybody took a look at the skeleton 
of the line-of-battle ship Maine, now under con- 
struction. 

Next te the navy yard the Statue of Liberty, 
pn Bedlow's Island, was the objective point for 
thew gee humber of visitors. ‘‘hree boats were 

ept busy all day transporting passengers, the 

ost of whom were soldiers, to the island. 
Farge numbers also visited Governor's Island, 

‘orts Hamilton, Lafayette, and Wadeworth. 

Win the eity there was a constant stream to 
the cheaper museums. At Central Park the 
country visitors, soldiers as well as civilians, 
could be found in great numbers, and it is safe 
to vredict that the stream of eandy and pea- 
muts that flowed from their hands into the 
eavernous mouth of the big elephant, Tip, will 
cause his elephbantine mind to long remember 
the centennial with pleasure. 

The Metropolitan Museum of Art and the 
Museum of Natural History also came in fora 
large share of tke visiters’ patronage. The 
peeple who visitea theta differed, however, 
Irom the motley crewda which thronged the 
other places. ‘They were mostly officers of the 
warious visiting military organizations, with

“The time will come,” he said, ‘‘ when the 
Grand Army wili not be relegated to the rear 
on the greatest or on any accasion, and the men 
who fought their country’s battles will not be 
denied even a tithe of their dues.” 

“He was frequently interrupted by applause, 
commendatory remarks, and questions which he 
gonerally answered pleasantly, and when in the 
euse of one Man, Whose enthusiasm was bound- 
less, the audience yelled “ Put him out,” he 
ssid: “Don’t put him out; that man did a 
great deal for his country.” Repeated efforts to 
quell the applause thus elicited were for along 
time of no avail.

Jersey was introduced as the next speaker, but

parade of Tuesday Gen. Drake of the Elizabeth 
(N. J.) Zouaves rode, with his staff, to Gov. 
Gordon of Georgia, and, taking his Grand Army 
Dadge from his breast, pinned it on the breast 
of Goy. Gordon. Mr. Burroughs denounced the 
action of Col. Drake in vigorous language, say- 
ing: ‘‘It may not be known in New-Jersey yet, 
but I guarantee you it will be known within 
forty-eight hours, and that the offending man,

: himseif of thia charge, will be court-martialed 
and expelled if, on investigation, it proves 
true. 

__ The affair ereated a great deal of excitement. 
Mauvy of the Grand Army men deprecated the 
— action of Gen. Drake as unwarrant- 
able.

THK NEW POSTMASTER ASSUMES THE 
DUTIES OF HIS OFFICE. 
Postmaster Cornelius Van Cott yesterday 
took charge of affairs at the Post Office. oo 
came down in the morning, acconipanied by his 
legal adviser, ex-Judge Bankson T. Morgan, who 
will for a time assist Mr. Van Cott in mastering 
the details ef the department. Judge Morgan 
is acquainted with the workings of the office, 
having been at one time Assistant Postmaster. 

Ex-Postmaster General Thomas L, James, 
Assistant Postmaster Gayler, and the superin- 
tendent and assistant superintendents of the 
various departments received the new Post- 
master in the Postmaster’s room. After intro- 
duoctions, all went down te the mezzanine floor, 
where Assistant Superintendent Anthony Yeo- 
mans, one of the oldest employes in the office, 
introduced ex-Postmaster General James to the 
clerks and other employes, who, were assembled 
on the lower floor, ie * 

Gen. James made 4 speech to the clerks, in 
which he said that he ‘remembered with pleae- 
ure the loyalty which all the members of the 
force had shown to him when he was Postmas- 
ter and asked the same loyalty for |the new Post- 
master. The situation, he declared, reminded him 
of the story of athe barefoot boy who stubbed 
his toe and said didn't know what to do, for 
he was too big to cry and it hurt so much he 
couldn’t laugh. 

“T have known Senator Van Cott since 1861,” 
continued Gen. James, ‘and I know. bis char- 
acter to be unblemished and his reputation to 
be beyond reproach. 1am sure his administra- 
tion will be one that will meet the approval of 
all, if he can have the same support which I 
had from:you.” 

Three cheers were given for Gen. James, who 
then introduced Postmaster Van Cott. The new 
Postmaster said he was glad to meet one and ail, 
and was sure his administration would. be 
successful if the employes were loyal to their 
duties. 

Up stairs again, the accounts of the oftice 
were gone over, and Gen. James was relieved 
from his responsibility. Cash in the Sub- 
Treasury, to the credit of the New-York Post 
Office, had been turned over to the general de- 
partment. In stamps, stumped énvelopes, and 
wrappers, postal cards, &c., there was on hand 
$674,559 84, and in the money-order depart- 
ment, $40,813 33. 

Postmaster Van Cott’s bondsmen, on his bond 
of $500,000, are Horace K. Thurber, Guy R. 
Pelton, A. Spadone, Elliott F. Snepard, Gen. 
Thomas, J. Henry Work, J. Newman, and Police 
Commissioner John McClave. Measrs, Thurber 
and Pelton are responsible to the amount of 
$100,000 each, the otbers to the amount of 
$50,000 each. They justified for twice the 
amount of the bond.

MR. SMITH PORTIFIES 


THE OUTLOOK FOR CHANGES AMONG 
THE CITY COMMISSIONERS. 

From the windows of the top story of the 
building of the Department of Public Works a 
number of stalwart County Democrats watched 
the firemen and other paraders returning from 
the civic procession yesterday afternoon, A 
reporter of THE Times knooked vigorously on 
the shutter over the Chambers-street entrance 
ofthe building. Finally a truthful gentleman 


stuck his head eut between the bottom of the 
partly-raised shutter and the top of the lovked 
und chained door. He said that he 
was alone in the building, and he laughed at the 
story that others were there to protect it from 
an assault by Tammany men secking to oust 
Commissioner D. Lowber Smith and install 
Mayor Grant’s appointee. Evidently this @uth- 
ful person is not a proper watchman, He had 
only to look overhead to see other occupants of 
the building and to turn to the rear entrance to 
find the way food was taken to them. 

In truth, Commissioner Smith bas finally put 
into use the means he prepared some time ago 
to prevent the entrance of the Tammanyites into 
the place he claims to belong to himself for two 
years more. Remembering that his predecessor, 
Hubert O, Thompson, once got into a Tammany, 
stronghold by way of acellar, and kiowing his 
opponents could not get/into his cellar, he nat- 
urally thought of his roof. He has, therefore, 
had the scuttle battened down and the main 
force of his defenders keep guard in the 
top stery. Thomas F. Gilroy, who will un- 
doubtedly be appointed by Mayor Grant to-day 
to take the place of Commissivner Smith if he 
can get it, said yesterday that the latter's pre- 
cautions were neediess, as he would not resort 
to burglary or any other form of force. He pro- 

oxed to have his rights tested in the courts if 

ayor Grant appotnted him, and he knew first- 
rate lawyers who were of the opinion that Com- 
raissioner Smith’s claim to eontinuance in oftice 
Was not well based in law. 

In addition to appointing Mr. Gilroy Commis- 
sioner ef Public Works, Mayor Grant will to- 
day appoint Commissioners of Excise, a Com- 
missioner of Charities and Correction, a Dovk 
Commissioner, and two Fire Commissioners. 
The ** slate” for these appointments is reported 
to be: 

Excise Commtssioners.—George Lambrecht, James 
P. Keating, and Henry Hughes. 

Fire Commissioners,—John J. Scannell and ex- 
Alderman Edward C. Sheehy. 

Dock Comimissioner.—Ex-Alderman Edward T. 
Fitzpatrick. 

The Charities Commissioner is likely te be 
Landlord McCann of Mount 8t. Vincent Hotel, 
in Central Park. Mr. McCann is a brother-in- 
law ot City Chamberlain Ricbard Croker. 

Successors to Police Commissioner French 
and Park Commissioner Borden will probably 
not be made by Mayor Grant until Gov. Hill 
has decided what to do with the bills to make 
the Police and Park Boards double-headed and 
non-partisan. He is likely alsote defer appoint- 
ing a Corporation Counsel in place of Henry R.

MAY CUSTOM HAS A, STRUGGLE 

WITH*t THE CENTENNIAL. 

Besides being the last day of the centen- 
nialcelebration yesterday was woviug day, the 
occasion when one-half of New-York removes to 
the other half’s nouses and trade lares and 
penates with the impartiality of custom. 

It was expected that the industrial parade 
would effectually prevent any extensive chang- 
ing of homes because of the demand it would 
make upon the city’s resources in the line of 
horses and wagons. It was believed, too, that 
the long parading column would so divide the 
town that auch changes as might be made would 
have to be contined to the same side of the city 


whence they started, the impossibility of cross- 
ing the line being apparent. It was also: sald 
that the prices to be charged for vehicles of ail 
sorts would be so great ag to confine such 
changes as were made te the wealthier classes. 

While there were net nearly so many Waxons 
Jaden with turniture in the streets as have made 
New-York notable on other May firsts, they 
were by no moans totally absent. in the Fourth 
and Seventh Wards there was mueh moving 
done, and the prices charged by the truskmen 
were, a8 @ rule,-very moderate. They refused 
to take loads across town, but anywhere east of 
Broadway they were willing to start for. The 
old Ninth Ward was up and doing all the day 
through, though the number of vehicles were 
greatly reduced from former moving days. The 
prices charged there were moderate also. 
Nerth of Fifty-ninth-street the city looked 
about as it has always done on former May 
firsts save that the crowds in tha street were 
absent, the inhabitants of Yorkville and Har- 
lem having started for the lower part of the 
town early inthe day to witness the big pro- 
cession.. The prices have ranged from $7 for a 
single truckload of furniture to $10 for a 
double truckload—a charge that for the day 
was not considered exorbitant. 

In all parts of the oity the vans did a thrivin 
business, but the owners of these huge vehi- 
cles held to their promise that they would not 
make contracts tO muve across town. But 
they partly relented after 4 o’cluek, when the 
procession was dispersing, and in the evening 
many of the vans were seen crossing Broadway 
and Fifth-avenue as though yesterday were the 
most ordinary moving day in the city’s history. 

Tne fact that the number of removals was 
not so great as formerly was due mainly to the 
effects of the celebration. But last week many 
gave up their houses or apartments before- 
times and removed their homes during the 
storm. These persons were inclined to seri- 
ously regard the persons who were not alarmed 
at the predictions of truckmen and the like that 
ebanges could not be made yesterday. ‘To-day 
will be a busy day for the truekmen and, it 
is believed, an especially unpleasant one for 
those tenants who have outstayed their rights 
because they believed they could not change 
their homes.

The Chicago has been shifted back to her 
berth at the navy yard, and it is rumored she 
18 to proceed before the close of the month to 
the European station and relieve the Luncas- 
ter as flagship. The Essex is to have seme 
sight repairs made on her bull and upper 
works and will again be commissioned. 

The Boston, Atlanta, and Yerktown are to re- 
main here until scattered for forelyn duty. 
Either the Boston or the Atlanta will go to 
China. The Yorktown has not yet obtained her 
battery. Sheis soon to proceed to Washington 
and obtain it from the gun feundry. The Yantio 
and Kearsarge are to remain on the home 
station. 

The St. Marys wili sail for Europe early in 
June on acrulse for the Summer. Before the 
month of May has elapsed the fleet that was 
assembled on Muuday will be widely seattered. 








BROTHERS* RECONCILED. 





THEY QUARRELED IN WAR TIMES BUT 
THE CENTENNAY REUNITED THEM. 

The crowd of promenaders on the, Brook- 
lyn Bridge roadway on Monday afterhoon about 
2 o’clock was highly surprised to see a tall, 
portly, gray-haired man, dressed in Grand Army 
uniform, jump outfrom the throng and throw 
his arws around the neck of a stalwart police- 
mau who was saying ** Move on, please,” at the 
rate of sixty times a minute. The policeman 


was both astonished and angry for a moment, 
but when the big man said in a choky Voice, 
“Why, Tom, old boy, you must Know me,” he 
gave uw glad cry and fell to reciprocating the 
hugging in a most energetic way. 

Later on the peliceman, whose name is 
Thomas Rice, and who is one of the best known 
of the bridge bluecoats, told the story of the 
meeting. He aud his two brothers, one of 
whom the Grand Army inad was, went to the 
tront with the One Hundred and Thirteenth 
Regiment of New York, and on the Peninsula 
on Christmas day, 1862, they quurreled over 
the distribution of the conteuts of a Christmas 
box sent them by their family, Tnomas and 
the elder brother, Jobu, Dever spoke after it, 
and when the second brother was killed at 
Fredericksburg Thomas exchanged into an- 
other regiment. John went to Butfalo after the 
war, went into bustness, and prospered and be- 
came the bead of a large family, but’ Thomas 
staid in New-York, and after many ups and 
downs secured a position on the Brooklyn 
Bridge police foree.

1H& BOSTON WATER POWER COMPANY. 

Boston, May 1.—The annual meeting of the 
Boston Water Power Company’s stockhoiders 
was beld to-day. During the year the company 
sold 208,656 feet of land, receiving forthe same 
$297,671 in bonds, coupons, and cash. The 
company now has about 2,000,000 feet of un- 
sold land, the. gross debt against which 1s 
$1,788,000. 

During the year $156,000 in bonds and $1,190 
in coupens were eancelled. 

It is the intention of the company to reduce 
the debt to $1,000,000 by land sales, if it can 
be done without too great a sacritice. It is be- 
lieved that a 5 per cent. bond can be floated 


which wiil net a handsome sum over the 


$1,000,000. 

The city expended during 1888 $177,000 on 
the Baex Bay property, making, with the pre- 
vious expenditures, a totalof $950,000, exciu- 
sive ef the cost of the land. A motion was 
adopted that in view of the. issuing of new 
bonds at a reduced rate of interest and of the 
unsatisfactory condition of the company, 
an adjournment be made and a committee ap- 
pointed to leok into the affairs of the company.

AN OLD NEW-YORKER’S EFFORTS TO 
CROSS THE LINE OF WATCH. 

Mr. Charles Brott, a member of the Pro- 
duce Exehange, and Mr. John Campbell, a 
wholesale dealer in mon’s furnishings, are ola 
New-Yorkers, and, with the contidence of all old 
New-Yorkers, consider very justly that what 
they do not know about the metrepolis is not 
worth knowing. Their constant and almost in- 
separable companion is a. gerntioman well 
known in insurance circles and universally 
greeted by his acquaintances as “ Murtz.” Mr 


Murtz has two or three more syllables to his 
family name, but his friends long ago discarded 
them as being wholly superfluous, and to call 
him by anything elee than ‘‘ Murtz” would be to 
disguise his identity.

I haf not yet got on the east side of Fifth ave- 
nue andighaf not seen any of my friendts 
to speak tu, but what bodders me is how der 
tuyfel Charlie Brott got across that live of 
march !” 

It was 10:30 o’cloek on Tuesday night when 
Mr. Martz related his aggravating centennial 
experienes. Laterin the evening he met Mr. 
Brott and learned that that gentleman, on being 
refused permission to cross Fifth-avenue, had 
taken the cars to Fifty-ninth-street, crossed 
town, and came down on the east side. Mr. 
Murtz, however, said ,that he would take no 
chances fer yesterday, and therefore spent 
Tuesday nightin the house of a friend on the 
east side.

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GREAT AND EVIL FORTUNE OF PAUL- 
INE BONAPARTE’S NIECE, 
Faris Dispatch to the Lendon Truth. 
Never say that any one is fortunate till 


_ You witness the close of his or her life. You 


must have seen in your diplomatic wanderings 
in Parts, Turin, Florence, Rome, and Madrid 
that worthy niece (in regard to beauty and so 
on) of Pauline Bonaparte, Marie Letitia Bona- 
parte-Wyse, successiveiy, by her marriages, 
Comtesse de Solms, Signera Rattazzi, and Doiia 
de Rute. : 

Was there ever a human being whose life 
seemed so rosy as hers, or whom mature had 
made more proof to the vexations and troubles 
whieh lie heavy on most daughters of Eve? In 


many respects this fair offshoot of the Bona- 
partes afforded a parallel to Cleopatra, wno, 
Mrs, Jameson says, was bewitching to the last, 
because she exercised the sorcery of good ua- 
ture, Like Cleopatra, Marie Bonaparte-Wyse 
was sparkling, genial, magnificent, of a happy 
xo-luoky temper, und bohemian. if one looks 
upon bohemianism as emancipation from cant 
aud mind-crippling prejudices, some of which 
lown way have their social uses. She had al- 
ways in her truin the most eminent mep of the 
different capitels, in which ehe iurraed up 
periodically to shine out for a short 
time in splendid belongings and surroundings. 
She also shone a8 amuse, Whose fingers were 
never soiled with ink, and who stole from 
Venus her girdle and cortége of graces. Her 
house, or palace, or chalet, near Aix, was in 
the daytime given up to authorship, editorship, 
und preparation for festivity, and to elegant 
revelry in theevening. The iady of the house, 
when she saw company, (and nobody ever knew 
when sbe was net seeing 1t,) was im raiment of 
dazziing beauty. But she looked in jt and in 
her wondrous jewelry as pleased as a child in 4 
pretty Sunday frock, and courted admiration in 
a way that enbanced her sorcery. ‘ [ never saw 
Lady Blessington, she baving been long before 
my time. 4 
But | fancy that there must have been pyints 
of similarity between her Gere House parties 
and those of the particular great-piece of the 
Great Napoleon of whom I speak. A more 


picturesque or amusing salon than that of 


Mme. Rattazzi de Rute nobody could fanoy. 
She was constant to old friends, was always 
recruiting pew ones, and was hospitable to all, 
Old Dumas used to copy Manuscripts and help 
to cook her dinners, which were served on 
vermeil plate, with the Imperial Crown and 
Kagie engraved on them. A few Winters ago 
she enteryained four Prime Ministers, Baron ven 
Beust, de Lesseps, Castelar, und bards.from all 
parts at a foyous dinner at Trouville, 
‘The most roseate phase of ~nhber life 
was at the Hétel d’Aquila, which she 
afterward sola to Mra. Mackay’s sister. 
She was then for three or four years the widow 
of Signor Kattezzi, and then the bride of a quite 
young Spanish Deputy, Don Luis de Rute. The 
Hotel d’Aquila was a “folly” of the unole of 
the ex-King of Naples, who ruined himeelf in 
building it, and was fitted up by Mme. Rattazzi 
accerdiug te her Cleopatran taste for elegant 
msgpiticeence, The hall was surrounded by 
marble busts and statues of the Bonaparte 
family, and facing the Empesor was one of her- 
self letting fall an armful of roses. Don Luis de 
Rute was a nephow of Rosas, the Spanish 
Liberal, a man of many accomplishments, and 
the undeniable countryman of Don Quixote. 

It ever a2 man was held in willing bondage by 
8 woman he was by his wife, of whom he was 
the devoted, bumble servant, never seeking to 
curtail her liberty or objeeting to any of her 
friends. The glamor she cast upon him when 
he first saw her as 8 muse at Madrid, surrouna- 
ed by @ court of bards and statesmen, never 
faded from his eyes. She valued his devotion 
to her and to a beautiful daughter whom she 
had had by Rattazzi, and became deeply in love 
with him. About four years ago Mme. de Rute 
presented her hushand with twins, one 
of which died at its birth. The surviving ene 
was called Dolores or ‘‘Lola.” It seemed a 
ridiculous misnomer. All that was joyous and 
rosy in the mother’s life appeared to be incar- 
nate in the child, which was a paragon of in- 
fantine beauty and precocious wit and Intellect, 
Dolores became the idol of the heusehold, and 
Was as sunshine wherever she went, People 
used to say What luck her mother had to be so 
biessed in her maternity. But waitabit. The 
luck was to bring forth an eternal blight and 
sorrow upon sorrow. 

Last October Lola was playingin her mother’s 
grounds at Aix, A horse newer which she ran 
lashed out and kicked her in the forehead, Tne 
child was taken in dead to father and mother, 
with her brains oozing out through a gash, I 
eould pot have conceived the latter brokeu- 
hearted and utterly crushed had I not seen her, 
Since thig calamity she took no interest in any- 
thing but portraits and busts of Lola, which 
she tried to paint and model from memory. The 
unfortunate de Rute saidto me: “The least 
thiag would now killme, Since Dolores was 
taken from me I feel an old man, though 
not yet forty-tive. The gashed forehead of 
the little peauty is always present to my 
ming. It’s a misfortune to have a tender beart, 
because heart sufferings are so excrueiating.” I 
seein the papers that a small thing did carry 
off this distinguished and amiable Spaniard. A 
few days avo he eaught a cold at Granada, 
which developed into inflammation of the lungs 
and killed him. He died with a cross in his 
band in which a lock of the ebiid’s bair was set, 
and which he cut off when she was breught 
in to him hfeless, | wonder which is the more to 
be pitied—the Empress of Austria or poor Mine. 
Rattazzi de Rute? Ae the latter did a good deal 
to get King Alfonse brought back toSpain, [ 
hope that Queens Isabella and Christipa try to

Curcaco, May 1.—One of the exciting inci- 
dente of yesterday was witnessed by about 500 
peraons who had assembled in front ef the 
headquarters of Fire Engine Company No. 17, 
at SO West Lake-street. Capt. E. Anderson and 
a dezen members of the company were at work 
deeorating the front of the building. Suddenly 
aman thrust bis head from a window of the 
fourth story of the building east of the engine 
bouse, and after noting the work of decoration 
announced himself as an Anarchist. 

He reviled the Stars and Stripes and the dewhe 
raters in the most insulting manner. Little 
attenticn was paid to the man, however, until 
he floated the rea rag of anarchy from the 
window, announcing It a3 ‘* My flag, my colors,” 
Then the erowd became exeited and angry and 
loud calls were heard. ‘Tear down that rag or 
you will be sorry you ever floated it,” was cried 
to him from a hundred throats. 

Seeing that the crowd was ina bad humor 
and that several men had offered to climb up 
the fire escape on the front of the building and 
tear the rag down, the man seeured an axe, and, 
takinga position in the window, declared he 
would kill any man who touched .his “ flag.” 
The crowd was almost frenzied and constantly 
grew larger. Y 

Haltadozen mean exhibited revolvers ana 
offered to drive the wretch from his position in 
the window long enough totearthe anarchist 
colors dowa. hile the debate was in progress 
as ty the best thing to be deme Capt. Anderson 
appeared on the roof of the building with a rope 
ip his hand te the end of which was attached an 
iron hook. He lowered the hook untilit came 
beneath the ataff of the red rag and then with a 
suddeu jerk upward dislodged the unsightly 
banner. I[t fell to the sidewalk, and a moment 
later had been torn into a hundred pieces, 

A moment Jatet the man emerged from the 
stairway and came out upon the sidewalk. He 
was seized by a dozen men and some one cried 
out: “Get a repe; let's hang the anarchist dog !” 
Severa) men rushed inte the engine house and 
returned with a repe. In the meantime the 
man had been knocked Gown or tripped up half 
a dozen times, and blood was trickling m @ 
wound under bis lefteye. About the time the 
men returned with the rope a police officer, who 
had been sent from the DVesplsines-street sata- 
tion to see What the trouble was, appeared on 
the scene and advised the erowd to desist. 

The wan, whose nawe is M. W. Doty, was 
finally released and allowed to goup stairs. He 
says that be Is not an Aparebist; that, on the 
contrary, he is an Ameriean citizen, and a pa- 
triutic one. Seeing that his neighbors were 
dé@corating, he got out a red umbrella which did 
duty last Fallin Harrison and Merton parades, 
and, without @ thought that it was the chosen 
color of the Anarchistic clans, swung it frem his 
window as a piece of ; atriotic decoration, When 
the crowd gathered and began te apuse him and 
call bim an Anarchist he got his “ dander” upand 
refused to take the obnexious bitofcolorin, That 
was how it came abeut, when coolly marching 
down into the angry crewd for the purpose of 
explaining matters, they would not listen to 
hins aud came near stringing him up.
